THEY FOUGHT ALL DAY 
AGAINST ICE FLOES 


Amherst, Ontario, December 14.— 
Fred and Will Maletto, keepers of the 
Colchester Reef lighthouse in Lake 
Erie, 5 miles from the Canadian shore, 
were rescued and brought here on a 
tug at midnight, almost dead from ex- 
posure, after they had battled all day 
fn an open and leaking boat with ice 
floes. Their craft was half full of 
water, they were in an exhausted con- 
dition and it was rapidly growing dark 
when they were picked up by the tug 
Columbia. 

The two Maletto brothers set out for 
the mainland early this morning in a 
regulation lifeboat. They had gone but 
a short distance when they encounter- 
efi the ice floes, which gradually forced 
them far out into the lake and cut a 
hole in thetr boat, causing it to leak 
badly. Watchers at the Colchester 
house could see their perilous predica- 
ment, but there were no available 
boats large cnough with which to ven- 
ture out against the flvatfnig ice, 

Finally a tug was su'nmoned from 
here. by tetephone, and the rescue was 
made after the men had been given up 
for lost.. 


DAVID LLOYD GEORGE 
WILLING TO RESIGN 


London, December 14.—With the view 

of relieving Premier Asquith of tne 
embarrassment which the new “land 
reform” movement within the lIiberal 
arty has caused the administration, 
Pavia Lioyd George, chancellor of the 
exchequer and the most commanding 
figure in the parliamentary life of 
England today, has intimated to his 
chief that he is willing to resign from 
the cabinet. It is most unlikely that 
Asquith will accept the offer. If he 
does, the liberal ministry will not last 
three weeks. 

The cabinet is close to an open rup- 
ture on the land question. Representa- 
tives of wealthy land-owning interests 
have been intriguing to bring about 
the downfall of the chancellor, and 
while they have not succeeded se far, 
they have certainly placed him in an 
almost untenable position. The premier 
supports him cordially, Churchill luke- 
Warmly. The rest of the ministry is 
almost solidly arrayed against his 
Plans. With the report of the land 
investigation committee, the crisis is 
certain to be precipitated. And it would 
Surprise no one in England if the up- 
shot should be a “third party” of our 
own, with David of Wales marshaling

IT TAKES FIFTEEN WINDOWS

TO MAKE A BRITISH JUROR 


London, December 14.—No man may 
Serve on a jury in this country if he 
lives in a house with less than fifteen 
windows. Nor is anyone eligible for 
jury duty in England who pays less 
than $100 or $156 rent a year, accord- 
ing to the county in which he resides 
To serve on a special jury, however, 
one must be an “esquire,” or person 
of higher degree than the common, or 
garden juror—namely, a Lanker, mer- 
ehant or a householder occupying a 

rivate dwelling place assessed at not 
ess than $500 in ‘a town of not fewer 
than 20,000 inhabitants, or $250 else- 
where. And whereas the special juror 
ig paid $5 per case, the ordinary juror 
gets only a shilling or about a quarter 
of a dollar. The window qualification. 
by the way, is a relic of the old davs 
when windows were taxed and the 
number a man could afford was an 
indication of his means. 

This strange anomaly in a country 
where justice is on the whole so wel! 
administered, of measuring a man’s 
intelligence by his recent-roll or by his 
tax receipts, is brought to mind by 
reading vf the extraordinary care tak- 
en in choosing the jurors for the 
Becker trial in New York. 

The British system of selecting 
jurors has been condemned by many 
judges and lawyers as being farcical, 
and it is not surprising that many 
truly amazing results of trial by jury 
are on record in this country. Of theses 
perhaps the most astonishing is reiate!i 
ir. the reminiscences of the late Ser- 
geant Ballentine, who tells of a case 
when a man confessedly guilty of mur- 
der was set free by a jury. The pris- 
oner, who had a bad record, was com- 
mitted to take his trial at the London 
sessions. The grand jury threw out 
the bill against the man, greatly to the 
surprise of the judge, Sir William 
Hardman, who returned the document 
to the jury with suggestion that prob- 


ably some mistake hag been made. The 
foreman initialed the bill and sent it 
back. 

Sir William imagined that the grand 
Jurymen had reconsidered their pre- 
vious decision. When called upon to 
plead, the prisoner declared frankly 
thathe was guilty and was, therefore, 
remanded to come up for sentence lat- 
er in the city. A minute or two after- 
wards, the foreman intimated that his 
initials on the, bill were meant to em- 
phasize the original finding of the 
grand jury. The prisoner was brought 
back into court. “The grand jury,” 
said Sir Wi:liam, “believe you are in- 
nocent. You have tole us that you are 
guilty. I have no alternative but to 
discharge you from custody.” 

Perhaps the best story in -connec- 
tion with British juries ts told by Lord 
Eldon. Noticing once, auring the prog- 
ress of a trial, that one of the JjJurymen 
was absent, he sald, “There are only 
eleven jurymen; where 1s the twelith?” 
“Please, my lord,” said one of the 
eleven, “he has gone away about some 
business, but he has left his vote with 
me.”

BY ADAIR. | 
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“Truly t time is the mother ot wonders! 


»-Who would have dreamed a few years 


ago of the things that have happened 
in Atlanta? Who would have imag- 
ined that Peachtree, the peerless resi- 
dence street of the south, would in 
such a short time be abandsned as far 
out as Ponce de Leon? Anyone who 
would have made such a prediction 
would have been considered as wiid 
as Cassandra. For this stronghold of 
wealth and fashion to be literally cap- 
tured by commercialism in a few short 
years is the marvel of the real estate 
world. It shows how mutable are the 
works of man, how inevitable is the 
commercial progress of cities. 


There is a compensation in the de- 
struction of Peachtree residentially, 
for as its desirability for home pur- 
poses vanished, the land rose rapidly 
in value. Fine residences, costing as 
much as $25,000, were ignored in the 
calculations of value of property— 
“roll them around on the side street 
or tear them down and use the ma- 
terial to built a garage.’ Underlying 
ground value went up so fast that the 
cost of a modern residence was ab- 
sorbed and lost sight of. When front- 
age goes from $200 a foot up to $1,000 


a foot there is such a wide margin: 


that you can afford to ignore what the 
house cost. Such are the changes that 
time has wrought on Peachtree, be- 
tween Ellis st. and Ponce de Leon ave- 
nue.

Joel Hlurt. From now on any serious 
discussion of future of Atlanta real 
estate must take into consideration 
these operations. He has annowWnced 
building improvements costing four 
million dollars, covering his entirv 
holdings on Edgewood ave., Ivy Sst.. 
Exchange place and Gilmer st. The 
Auditorium section; which now has the 
appearance of being disconnected from 
the center, will be closely knitted up 
to the heart of the city by a high-class 
building development. The effect will 
be far-reaching.

This line will 
land in the vicinity of Ivy and Gilmer 
streets, pouring a large neighboring 
populatior“into Atlanta at these points. 
In large cities shoppers come in to 
town more on interurban lines than 
to terminal stations, which accommo- 
date the hotel travel. The east side 
of Atlanta has a great future in store 
for it as a retail shopping district. 
The merchant who gets a good lease 
on a store in the vicinity of Hurt’s 
buildings will be well paid for his en- 
terprise and foresight.

It is re- 
freshing to know that the credit of 
our beloved city is so good that it ts 
enabled to borrow $30,000 from privat¢ 
citizens in order to doa piece of work 
in an emergency. Going into the fu- 
ture, we can see at‘no distant day a 
time when owlr public work will not 
be in charge of a committee that meets 
the third Monday in next month and 
important matters will not be referred 
to a board that meets the fourth Wed- 
nesday the month thereafter. Is it too 
much to expect some day to see five 

good men on the job every day, han- 
fling public matters with tntelligence 
and precision. 


It takes no prophetic eye to see the 
wholesale trade dropping down on the 
south side between the big freight 
terminals. As leases expire on the norta 
side. wholesale space is cut up Into 
shops, and the wholesaler must drop 
down. Here he can get the area he 
requires at reasonable prices.

PRICE OF DIVORCES 
TOO HIGH FOR POOR 


London, December, 14.—"“We demand 
equality of the sexes in the matter of 
divorce,” says Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, 
president of the Divorce Law Reform 
union. “And we want one law for rich 
and poor, alike. The cost of divorce 
in England creates a close borough in 
conjugal emancipation.” 

It is expected that the divorce com- 
mission will present its report some 
day during the coming week. There 
is much interest in the promise of re- 
form; but it is feared opposition to 
3-4 concessions which might increase 

e number of decrees will be so 
strong in parliament and throughout 
the country that the bill will not be 
offered for another session, at Jeast. 

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle resented the 
imputation that the reform union 
seeks to impose “free love” upon 
England. “We are not social anar- 
chists, but the enemies of social an- 
archy,” he says. “We seek to bridge 
the wide chasm of a dual-unreason by 
the girders of common sense. 

“We want lunacy, where it is in- 
curable, to be a ground for divorce; 
penal servitude, and cruelty, physical 
and mental, where it is serious. Then 
there should be no such thing as sepa- 
ration. We would substitute divorce 
for separation in all cases.” 


CORSET IS PRAISED 
BY HYGIENE ORACLE 


London, December 14.—*For the first 
time in forty years, I can speak in 
praise of the corset,” says Dr. Scho- 
field, the hv~iene oracle, better known 
as “the masculine Mrs. undy.” 
“Now,” says the doctor, “they are mold- 
ing the corset to the figure, not 
cramping the figure to the corset.” 

Dr. Schofield is, among many other 
things, the sworn foe of the American 
radiator. Speaking recently before the 
institute of hygiene, he pleaded 
the preservation of the old English 
fire and the open grate. When every- 
thing evil of it was said that could 
be said—it wag dirty, expensive and 
wasteful—there still remains the fact 
that there was a spiritual element 
about it that could never be supplied 
by hot pipes. A fire was a companion 
reventing loneliness. Even a he- 
or, with a fire in his room might feel 
less a bachelor. The doctor should be 
an authority on the latter point, be- 
cause, as Lady Mornington tolq him 
recently, “his confesses to the 
seventh unforgivable sin of modern 
society.” CRE SE 
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London, December 14.—Forty-six 
miles of books, which represent nearly 
4,000,000 volumes and form the largest 
library in the world, will, after thé last 
of this month, be under entirely new 
management, as the trade phrase goes. 
This vast assemblage of books is housed 
at the British museum, and on the 
date above mentioned Dr, G. K. Forte- 
scue, who has served for forty-two 
years in the museum library, and, with 
the official title of keeper of printed 
books, has been its head since 1899, is 
going to retire. The doctor is 64, and 
says that hereafter he will devote him- 
self to his favorite hobby, which con- 
ae of collecting European butter- 

es. 

It is literally true that there are 46 
miles of boks at the British museum, 
whose closely packed shelves would 
stretch from ndon to Brighton. The 
exact number of volumes is not known, 
even to the venerable keeper himself 
who estimates that there must be near- 
ly 4,000,000, but can’t Be sure to within 
a few hundred thousand. Nor is this 
surprising when you consider that the 
annual number of new “pieces” re- 
ceived at the museum’ every year is 
120,000—a “piece” being anything from 
a tiny printed pamphlet to a history of 
the world in one hundred volumes. 
Since Dr. Fortescue entered the libra- 
ry in 1870, over two million volumes 
have been added. 

Oddly enough, although the largest 
and admittedly the most valuable Ii- 
brary in existence, that at the British 
museum is also the “youngest” of the 
great libraries of the world. The 
other most.famous ones; such as the 
Vatican library, the Bibliotheque Na- 
tionale in Paris and the royal library 
at unich had whole centuries the 
Start of it, yet now the only one of 
them that approaches it in size is the 
Paris library, which is next biggest, 
with 3,500,000 volumes. Third place is 
occupied by the Imperial library of St. 
Petersburg, which contains 1,881,623 
books, while the United States claims 
fourth for the Congress library in 
New York, with 1,793,158. 

Cary, the translator of “Dante,” was 
a custodian of the British museum li- 
brary in its early days, when the insti- 
tution had no regular income, and could 
buy books only by getting a special 
Srant from the treasury, which was 
about as easy as obtaining blood from 
a stone. Its real history as a library 
of first rank began in 1830, when an 
obscure Italian refugee, Antonio 
Panizzi—for whom, however, fame and 
the title of sir was waiting—was ap- 
pointed keeper of printed books. He 
found a collection of 250,000 volumes, 
some of them immensely valuable, but 
all of them ill-cared-for, ill-arranged 
and ill-catalogued. When he resigned, 
after thirty years’ work that had been 
a true labor of love, he left behind him 
@ magnificent and ordered library of 
1,500,000 books, second in importance 
only to the Bibliotheque Nationale. 

Dr. Fortescue éntered the library five 
years later, and his record as keeper of 
printed books does not suffer by com- 
erp cay with Panizzi’s. Seen at the li- 

rary the other day, the doctor said 
that it was “somewhat alarming” to 
him to think that 2,000,000 books have 
been added to the library since he took 
eharge. 

“Of course,” said he, “the vast ma- 
jority of these are what Lord Rose- 
bery called ‘dead books.’ But who can 
Say that a book.is' dead? How many 
authors whose books are entombed here 
may yet prove more alive than those 
whose books are now enjoying tran- 
sient ‘life’? The vita; question is, 
when does a book really die? Certain- 


. 
the 
public. The history of literature pro- 
vides many instances of authors who 
passed almost unnoticed in their life- 
time, and whose ‘dead books’ came to 
be looked upon by posterity as living 
rhe ag Fitagerald and Butler 
might be cited ag examples. In our 
own time and hour, who ever heard, 
while thew lived, of Synge or Francis 
Thompson?” 

No end of Americans make use of 
the British Museum library, and it 
was one of them who started Dr. 
Fortescue off on the work on which 
he prides himself most, namely, a 
“Subject Index,” which fills five vol- 
umes and containg the subjects of all 
books printed between 1880 and the 
present time. 

“One day,” said he, “one of your 
countrymen asked me, ‘What is the 
best guide to the Canary islands” 
Brown's, I replied. ‘Thanks,’ retorted 
my questioner, ‘but which of them? 
There are three whole volumes of 
Browns here.’ Thig struck me as s3 
absurd that I immediately started to 
compile my ‘Subject Index.’ That 
was in 1899, and the task was com- 
Pleted only quite recently.” 

Most of the visitors to the British 
a:useum library, of course, are stu- 
dents, who are not likely to perpe- 
trate involuntary “howlers” in naming 
the titles of the books they want. Such 
howlers, for inst.nce, as the one com- 
mitted by the person who asked at an 
American library for “David's Harem,” 
or those that are recorded in an en- 
tertaining book just published by 
Ag Sha.lor, who evidently knows 
the book business from A to Z He 
tells how one librarian was asked for 
Barrie’s “Litthe Monster,” and another 
for his “Widow’s Thumbs” (the sub- 
scriber meant “A Window in Thrums”), 
while a third was requetsed to supply 
“Phanaoh’s Life of Christ,” the actu 
work being by Dean Farrar. Some o 
the laughs in Shaylor’s book, how- 
ever, are against librarians. He tells 
how different specin.ens of the genus 
listed Max Muller's “Chips From a 
German Workshop” as a work on car- 
pentry; Sir Samuel Baker’s “Alber®é 
Nyanza” 
Sir Walter Besant’s “All in a Garden 
Fair’ as a treatise on gardening. We 
are told, also, of would-be booksellers’ 
assistants who asserted in their ex- 
amination papers that Herbert Spencer 
wrote “The Faerie Queen,” that Thack- 
eray was the author of “Paul and 
Virginia,’’. and—most beautifu] of all— 
that “Bacon's Essays” were written by 
an American!

FAMOUS AUTHOR'S BIRTHPLACE. 
DECLINES TO DO HIM HONOR |

Berlin, December 14.—Germany’s lit- 
erary world is preparing to celebrate the 
fiftieth birthda Gerhart Hauptmann 
which falls on November 15. The small 
town of Salzbrunn, where Hauptmann 
was born in 1862, is the o dissen- 
tient. Most of the town fathers were 
Originally in favor of presenting 
Hauptmann with a gorgeous album, 
containing views of Salzbrunn and 
environs, and valued at as much as 
$4.75. But a strong minority foiled 
this plan. 

Hauptmann, they protested, had nev- 
er done anything for Saizprunn, “there- 
fore he could not be considered a 
good poet.” When the pro-gift fac- 
tion asked what Hauptmann could pos- 
sibly have done for Salzbrunn, the 
anti-gift men said that a real poet 
would have built a2 summer house in 
the park, or given the town an ad- 
vertisement, which wou bring vis- 
-itors. This argument conquered. The 
album worth $4.75 is to be withheld; 
but any real poet can have it by giv- 
ing Salzbrunn an advertisement. 

Critics, including the Austrian nov- 
elist, Peter Rosegger, are in raptures 
over the posthumous poems of a young 
student named Ernest Goll. Goll, when 
studying at Graz university, killed 
himself by jumping out of a third 
floor window. He left a small num- 
ber o¢ original and extraordinary beau- 
tiful poems. Dr. Rosegger has pub- 
lished a few of them. One of them, 
“Abschied’’—“Farewel!,” was written 
immediately before Goll’s death. Good 
judges say that they are the finest 
lyrical poems written since. Heine's 
days. An edition is promised. 

Literature is as thorny a path in 
Hungary as in Russia. In Debrezin, 
the German-Hungarian poet, Arnold, 
has been sent to jail for three months 
for sedition against the Hungarian 
state. His offense was a small vol- 
ume in which he satd “Germans have 
ruled all] Europe, and may rule it 
again.” At Neusatz in South Hungary, 
a German, named Hees, nas been given 
four months for buying and reading 
Adam Mueller’s “Twilight of the Gods, 
a book which describes bitterly the 
political and socia] conditions of mod- 
ern Hungary. The German literary pa- 
pers are making angry protests. 


Grand Duke Nikolai Michallovitch, of 
Russia, is deep in the new history of 
Alexander I. e is writing it to cor- 
rect the blunders, as he calls them, of 
the historian Schilder, of the novelist 
Dmitri Merezhkowski, and other 
writers on that epoch. The grand 
duke has just managed to save the 
Russian literary fund from suppres- 
sion. The fund exists to help liter- 
ary men. It has always been suspect. 
M. Stolypin closed it temporarily on 
suspicion that it had given money to 
politically doubtful persons. Now his 
successor, M. Makaroff, proposes to 
close it altogether. The grand duke 
has given his personal guarantee that 
the fund is not meddling in politics, 
and he has managed to save it. For 
a time, anyhow. 


Emilie Mataja, the Viennese novelist 
who writes under the pseudonym “G. 
Marriot,” has been granted the Ebner- 
Eschenbach gre | prize. Emilie 
Mataja, who was born in Vienna in 
1855, has lived a life of stormy social 
conflict. Her first book, “The Harten- 
berg Family,” published in 1888, dealt 
with the oppositions and conflicts of 
interest which arise in a modern fam- 
ily. Her books show an unshrinking 
love of truth. 

The Ebner-Eschenbach prize is a 
minor Nobel prize. It was founded in 
1910 on the eightieth birthday of Frau 
Ebner-Esé@henbach, born Baroness Dub- 
sky, who is considered the greatest 
living ae — — “gr the 

eatest epic poetess in German era- 
a By birth Frau Ebner-Eschenbach 
is a Moravian Czech. 

A. ©. Weber, the satirical versifier, 
is the most litigious, most prosecuted 
man in literary history. He has had 
thirty-two lawsuits, and four short 
terms of :mprisonments during the last 
four years. Herr Weber increased his 
fame by marrying in London Frau v. 
Schoenebeck, the .eroine of the famous 
Allenstein military murder case. [Iie 
afterwards stated that he did not know 
whom he was marrying. Weber is a 
clever and not very popular writer. 
Most of his lawsuits have arisen out 
of his matrimonial affai 
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A furious storm is raging in Italy 
over the novel “Oltri i Nidi,” of Rosalia 
Gwis Adami. The novel is a bold 
incursion in a reactionary spirit into 
the women’s question. Signora Adami 
represents women as having no aim 
or use except as housewives and 
mothers. “The men,” she says, “repre- 
sent intellect; the women, feeling.” 
“Oltri i Nidi’ has called forth numer- 
ous protests. One is from Mathilde 
Serao, Italy’s greatest living woman 
writer, who in the Naples “Ii Giorno” 
defends “woman the creator, the doer, 
the inspirer.”

ment the baroness, who is an orphan 
and a wealthy heiress, declared that 
her relatives were alleging that she 
was insane so as to prevent her mar- 
riage with M. Bezener, by which they 
would lose control of her fortune. 
Shortly after her detention she suc- 
coated in getting into commuication 
with her lawyer, who at once brought 
her case before the courts at Ostend 
and Brussels, but despite evidence that 
she was of sound mind the medical 
men appointed by the judicial authori- 
ties refused to release the baroness, 
who, they contended, was subject to 
mental crises. 

There the matter rested until the 
young heiress managed to elude her 
guardians and made her escape. While 
the female attendant slept, she crept 
from her room and, though clad only 
in her night attire, made her way to& 
the gardens.

During the greater part of the week, the 
ring was quiet, and because of the importance 
of the government’s quantitative estimate.

On the: Eve of Peace Conference 
They Reach Agreement 


DEMANDS RATHER DRASTIC 


Allies Say Turkey Must Accept at 
Once or War Will Be Renewed. 
Message ‘for Americans. 


London, Décember 14.—On the eve of 
the peace conference The Associated 
gathereqg from the repre- 
sentatives of the Balkan kingdoms and 
the foremost Turkish delegate an au- 
thoritative declaration of the terms 
which the victorious kingdoms pro- 
pose to enforce and the Ottoman views 
thereon. 

Like experienced diplomats all the 
Balkan delegates, in speaking official- 
ly, adhere to the watchword adopted 
in the first and wrobably the last ple- 
mary meeting before entering the con- 
ference, that they are “in complete 
accord and have established a perfect- 
ly united program to follow.” 

When they speak with friends, not 
for quotation, their faces light up with 
enthusiasm and their faith is admira- 
ble. 


Message for Americans. 


“Tell the Americans,” they say, “that 
we trust in their sympathy and moral 
support as we are fighting desperately 
and shedding our best blood for the 
Same cause which rendered the name 
of Washington glorious and venerated. 
We are risking all we possess for our 
liberty and independence.” 

“Tell them, added, in perfect English, 
M. Vosnitch, the Servian minister at 
Paris, who 18 a polyglot ang a learned 
professor, 
the Balkans who became American 
citizens are in the ranks at the front 
giving proofs of valor and bravery of 
which Uncle Sam should be as proud 


as we are.” 

The determination of the Balkan 
states not to allow an Ottoman policy 
of procrastination is significant on ac- 
count of the form which it has mani- 
fested. “The Turks are much mis- 
taken,’ said one of the chief delegates, 
“if they entertain such an idea. Peace 
will practically be concluded between 
Christmas and New Year's aroung the 
diplomatic table in St. James palace, 
or we will impose it in Constantinople 
at Easter under the range of our can- 
non and at the point of our bayonets. 
But then conditions will be very dif- 
ferent. Now we are satisfied with the 
minimum demands; then we will exact 
the maximum.” 

Main Condition of Allies. 


The main conditions of the allies 
include the immediate surrender of 
Scutari, Adrianople and Janina, the 
garrisons of which will be granted full 
military honors; the evacuation of 
eastern Europe by Turkey, as far as 
East Tchatalja, to e line which ex- 
perts appointed by the contracting 
parties will delimit on the spot; the 
cession to Greece of all the Aegean 
islands, iAcludimg Rhodes and eleven 
others, which Italy is keeping as a 
pledge for Turkish fulfillment of the 
treAty of Lausanne; the annexation 
of Crete to Greece, and the payment 
of a war indemnity and the expenses 
sustained. 

In return the allies will grant com- 
plete amnesty to the Mussulmen pop- 
ulation in the territories they annex, 
for_any acts of hostility during the 
war; the return of all prisoners; the 
recognition of the spiritual sovereign- 
ty of the sultan over Ottomans becom-

S. Baughn, of the local Reed agency, 
and two policemen, who took charge 
of the negro ang sent him to the Tower. 


The lady who owned the pocketbook, 


refused to give her name, saying that 
it containeg but a small sum, and that 
she did not want any notoriety over 
the affair. 

Will Moreland, a negro, was picked 
up by Detectives Barrett ang Doyle 
just as he took a gold watch from an 
old gentleman in the Whitehall street 
Kress store. Two or three other at- 
tempts at purse snatching were fre- 
ported during the day. 

Superintendent Baughn, of the Reed 
agency, stated last night that at least 
half a dozen professional dips and 
shoplifters were in the city. He and 
Inspector Grasselly picked up two Min- 
neapolis dips ang told them to leave 
the city. He says that a number of 
others are in the _ city. The Reed 
agency has more than twenty detéc- 
tives patrolling the largest stores of 
the city.

Drilish Diplomat Lauds Organic 
Law of United States 


I] HAS PROTECTED RIGHTS 


— 


And Steadied the Government---With- 
out the Constitution There Would 
Have Been Trouble, Says Bryce. 


New York, December 14.—In com- 
memoration of the 121st anniversary 
of the framing of the constitution of 
the United States, the Pennsylvania 
society held its fourteenth annual din- 
ner here tonight, with James Bryce, the 
retiring British ambassador, as the 
Suest of honor. 

Attorney General George W. Wicker- 
sham was toastmaster and delivered 
an address, as did the ambassador. 
Other speakers were United States 
Senator William K. Borah, of Idaho, 
and Job E. Hedges. A message of 
congratulation to the society from 
President Taft was enclosed in each 
copy of the souvenir of the evening, 
a handsomely bound copy of the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

A feature of the dinner was the pre- 
sentation of a gold medal to.Mr. Bryce. 
This medal was founded several years 
ago by a group of members for the 
purpose of providing special distinction 
to any person ‘whom the society par- 
ticularly wishes to honor. 

Its presentation to Ambassador 
Bryce marks the first time it has been 
given to anyone not a citizen of the 
United States. 

Wickersham on Constitution. 

Attorney General Wickersham in his 
e2ddress entreated reformers to consider 
carefully the causes of the discontent 
and to ascertain “whether the evils 
may not be cured without the destruc- 
tion of cherished institutions.” 

“Constitution tinkering is the inevi- 
table result of reducing constitutions 
to the category of statutes,” said Mr. 
Wickersham in discussing the rapid 
extension of the Swiss institutions. 
such as the initiative and referendum, 
the recall of officials by popular vote, 
and other principles of like character. 

Mr. Wickersham dealt with the sub- 
ject of “machine rule” in _ politics, 
which he said was given as the cause 
of evil by one of the principal ex- 
ponents of the new movément back of 
the demand for the initiative, referen- 
dum, recall, imperative mandate, direct 
election of senators, etc. He said: 

“All of the evils of machine rules 
are perfectly susceptible of correction 
within the scope of the constitution 
and without altering its principles.

SHERIFF. MANGUM PRAYED 
FOR SOUL OF ROBERT CLAY 


One of the most dramatic and atrik- 
ing incident™of the hanging of Robert 
L. Clay, condemned wife murderer, 
who went to his death Friday morn- 
ing, was told yesterday while Clay’s 
body lay in a morgue, viewed by thou- 
sands of the morbidly curious. The 
story of Clay’s confession that he was 
shamming insanity has been told, that 
when he confessed to the sheriff he 
asked him to pray for him was not 
told by the sheriff to outsiders. 

For fifteen minutes before he took 
the murderer out of the death cell 
Sheriff Mangum knelt in prayer with 
him and pleaded as earnestly as if 
he were interceding for an erring son. 
No one was there to tell of the picture 
made by the old gray-headed sheriff 
and the murderer, as they knelt on 
the prison floor. Une man. Plennie 
Miner, deputy sheriff, stood at the 
door and confesses that tears rolled 
down his face as the prayer was said. 

When the prayer was over the man 
who had prayed for Clay’s soul took 
him to the gallows and sprung the 
trap that sent him into eternity. 

Asks for His Prayers. 

Sheriff Mangum went into the death 
cell to take Clay out and was greeted 
by the murderer’s outstretched hand. 
“Dad,” said Clay, calling him by the 
name tRat jailers and prisoners alike 


bestow upon him, “I want to ask one 
last favor of you. You've been good 
to me while I was here; I love every 
hair in your old head, and I want to 
thank you for the kind words you've 
spoken and the advice you've given 
me. I’ve been shamming insanity, an’ 
\I'm not ashamed of it; I tried to save 
my neck and failed. That’s all, but 
during that time you’te talked to me 
and given me advice and I've heard 
and remembered every word of it, and 
I love you for it. Now I want to ask 
you to pray for me.” 

Taking off his hat the sheriff knelt 
with the man he was to execute and 
for about fifteen minutes he prayed. 
For the soul of the penitent murderer 
he asked forgiveness, then he prayed 
for Clay’s dead wife and for her peo- 
ple and for Clay’s people, asking that 
they might be allowed to profit by 
Clay's death. 

-There was no one to tell of the pa- 
thetic scene. No newspaper man had 
accompanied the sheriff to the death 
cell and it was not for idle show and 
effect that the two knelt in asking 
their God to pardon the man who was 
to die. 

The prayer over, the sheriff rose 
and placed his hand on the man’s 
shoulder. “Come on, Bob, it’s time to 


“All right, Dad, I’m ready,” Clay 
replied. The two men were again 
officer of the law and violator of its 
statues. A few minutes later the 
sheriff had carried out the legal ex- 
ecution. 


SHERIF REFUSES 
DORSEY'S REQUEST 


Announces He Will Not Ask for Re- 
quisition for George 
Wren. 


Solicitor Hugh Dorsey stated last 
night, when informed of Sheriff 
Mangum’'s refusal to ask requisi- 
tion for the rearrest of George 
Wren; that he had done his duty 
in calling the sheriff's attention to 
the fact that the man was illegally 
free on bond. 

“If the sheriff doesn’t desire to 
do his duty, rearrest Wren and place 
him in the Fulton county jail where 
he belongs, why that’s no business 
of mine, and I wash my hands of 
the case.” 


In spite of the order from Solicitor 
Hugh Dorsey for George Wren’s re- 
arrest, Sheriff C. Wheeler Mangum an- 
nounced Saturday afternoon that he 
would not ask for requisition for the 
convicted diamond robber, who was re- 
leased on an unauthorized bond, and 
said that he would make no further 
effort to have Wren rearrested and 
brought back from Birmingham, Ala. 

Sheriff Mangum declared that the 
order for Wren’s rearrest would have 
to come to him from Judge Price Ed- 
wards, or some other judge of the su- 
perior court. and that Solicitor Dorsey 
had no authority to request or demand 
the rearrest of the man. 

“The bond is good, and it came to us 
approved by Deputy -Clerk Myers,” 
said the sheriff; “and, therefore, we 
followed our natural course in releas- 
ing Wren on bond. I will not ask the 
governor for requisition papers to 
bring him back from Birmingham, Ala., 
unless I am so ordered by the su- 
perior court.” 

As a resuit of this action, Wren will 
probably remain in Birmingham, where 
he is said to be attending a medical 
college, until the question of his re- 
arrest is settled between Solicitor Do-- 
sey, the lawyers and the sheriff. Al- 
though Wren's lawyers, Gober & Jack- 


son and J. H. Dodgen, insist that Judge 


Price Edwards did name the amount of 
$5,000 as a bond for Wren, the judge 
says that he declined to grant’ their 
request for bond because he believes 
that criminals should not be released 
on “supersedeas” bonds after convic- 
tion.

SING KEE KILLED 
BY UNKNOWN FOE 


man Meets Death, 


Police Believe He Was Shot by White 
Customer, After Dispute Over 
Laundry Bill. 


Sing Kee, a Chinaman, about 36 
years old, who for a number of years 
has conducted a laundry in the base- 
ment under the Dixie Drug store, 246 
Houston street, was found dead in his 
laundry, wit a bullet through. his 
heart, shortly after midnight this 
morning. Discovery of the body was 
made by a negro who went into the 
laundry, and the police belleve Kee 
was murdered by a white man, who 
raised a dispute with the Chinaman 
over the payment of his laundry bill. 

When found, the body showed indl- 
cations that Kee had been dead for 
probably thirty minutes. The shot 
which killed him was not heard by 
any one in the neighborhood, and the 
negro who discovered the body made 
the first report of the crime to the po- 
lice. No arrest had been made at an 
early hour this morning, although 
the police had been working on the 
case in all parts of the city. 

In Kee’s right hand, as he lay dead 
upon the floor of his laundry, was a 
38-calibre, Smith & Wesson revolver, 
all compartments of which were load- 
ed, but without having been fired. In 
his left hand was gripped a package 
of l@iedry, containing several collars, 
beari t laundry mark, “565.” 

The bunch of collars, with their in- 
dividual mark, furnished the only clue 
on which the police could begin their 
investigation. Books in the place did 
not show the owner of mark 55, but, 
judging from the neatness and style 
of the collars, it is believed by the po- 
lice that the murder was committed 
by a white man. 

On Kee’s person and in his cash 
drawer was found about $600 in cash, 
which gave rise to the belief that Kee 
was killed over a dispute arising from 
the payment of the laundry bill, rather 
than because of an attempt to rob 
him. 

Kee had lived and conducted a laun- 
dry in Atlanta for many years, and 
had become well Known. He had ac- 
cumulated considerable money, it is 
said. * 

The police learned early this morn- 
ing that an attempt had been made 
several nights ago to rob Sing Kee, 
who had just been paid $1,000 by an- 
other Chinaman. 

Some of the officers working on the 
case now believe that an attempt 
might have been made last night to 
rob him, and that after he was shot 
the Chinaman continued to advance 
on his foe, thus frightening him away 
from the layndry.

MACHINE WAS PACKED

Father and Daughter Rushed to At- 
lanta for Treatment---Mr. Du Bose 
Was Editor of.

W. T. Du Bose, widely known in the 
south as editor of the Du Bose Firing 
Line in The Constitution, was serious- 
ly injured and his daughter, Miss 
Carolyn Du Bose, was fatally hurt, 
when their automobile was truck by 
an L. & N. freight train near Car- 
tersville yesterday afternoon. 

Miss Du Bose died about 9 o’clock, 
within a few minutes after being 
placed‘ on the operating table at the 
Grady hospital, where she and her 
father were rushed in Barclay &

here. The girl’s upper and lower 
jawbones were crushed and her skull 
fractured by the terrific impact of 
the crash. se 

Mr. Du Bose is not so seriously in- 
jured. His back and side suffered 
severe contusions and the shock was 
serious for a man of his years and 
physical condition. When the train 
reached Atlanta he was able to walk- 
to the ambulance with the assistance 
of friends. ‘The father and daughter 
were first taken to Cartersville and 
given medical attention and then 
rushed to Atlanta on the Dixie Flyer. 
FATHER AND DAUGHTER HURT 

WHILE ON A CHRISTMAS TRIP 

The accident occurred while they 
were on an automobile trip from At 
llanta to Spring Hill, Tenn., to spend 
Christmas. With the back seat of 
their machine packed with luggage. 
and presents for a daughter in Spring 
Hill, the father and daughter _ left 
home, expecting a happy tour through 
the country. They were to spend 
Saturday night in Rome. 

Within about eight miles of Car- 
tersville the road approaches one of 
the most dangerous grade crossings 
on the Louisville and Nashville 
tracks. The road dips into the rai- 
road from a high hill on either side 
and a sharp curve prevents seeing 
the danger. 

On reaching the crossing Mr. Du 
Bose brought his machine to a stop.

WE ARE LIVING LONGER 
THAN OUR PREDECESSORS 


London, December 14.—Modern man 
lives on an average a little under a 
third of a year longer than his prede- 
eessors of the first three-quarters of 
last century, and modern woman lives 
at least half a year more than her sex 
did during the earlier period named. 

This is the conclusion arrived at oy 
the national debt office-after an in- 
vestigation into the mortality of gov- 
ernment Ife annuitants. 

Some months ago, owing to these 
annuitants living longer than used to 
be the case. a new and increased scale 
of purchase was brought into opera- 
tion. Official figures now published 
show that the expectation of life of a 
woman of 50 is more than a year 
greater than it was in 1875, and that 
of a man of the same age is about 
three months greater. 

The average increase in the cost of 
annuities consequent on this Increased 
longevity is 2.2 per cent for male lives 
and 4.5 per cent for female lives at 
the ages at which annuities are usu- 
ally purchased—viz, 50 to 75 years. 

The report offers the following ex- 
planation of longer living: “The con- 
ditions of life in this country are now 
somewhat differert from what they 
were in the earlier years of the nine- 
teenth century. A knowledge of hy- 
giene is more general, considerable 
improvements in sanitary matters have 
been effected by legislation, and great 
advances have been made in medical 
and surgical skill; all causes which 
favor an increase of vitality.”

Washington, December 14.—A deluge 
of impassioned oratory swept the 
house for four hours today during 
general debate on the Dillingham- 
Burnett bill, fixing a literary test for 
immigrants to the United States. The 
measure was brought up in the house 
after a fight on a special rule brought 
in from the committee on rules which 
was adopted on a roll] call vote by an 
overwhelming majority, despite com- 
plaints of “gag rule,” from the op- 
ponents of the bill. After four hours 
of discussion the house adojurned with 
the bil] still pending. It will be taken 
up next week. 

The field day of speech-making was 
opened by Representative Burnett, of 
Alabama, in charge of the bill. He 
attacked the class of immigrants now 
coming to this country and declared 
that the literary test was demanded 
by labor organizations and farmers’ 
organizations “because they don’t want 
the spittoons of Europe admitted intd 
this country.” 

Mr. Burnett argued that the influx 
of European immigrants cheapened 
American labor. 

Representative Moore, of Pennsyl- 
vania, in charge of the opposition bill, 
said that the bill would not accomp- 
lish the obpect for which it was 
«famed. 

“You saut the doors to the unedu- 
cated, because their poverty has held 
them back, and at the same time you 
say to the black hand, the scamp, the 
anarchist, the fellow who reads in- 
flammatory and deadly literature, 
‘Come in, we need you.’” 

Representative Curley, of Massachu- 
setts, opposing the bill, called on the 
shades of Vante, Petrarch, Michel An- 
geloandhalf ahundred other ancients 
of fame with tongue-twisting names 
to witness the intellectual qualities of 
the native of southern Europe. Dis- 
cussing the criminal tendencies of im- 
migration, he said: 

“I can see no difference between the 
much-cited black hand outrages of the 
north and the lynching bees of the 


south.” 

Representative Caleb Powers, of 
Knetucky, who had spoken support- 
ing the bill, endeavored to interrupt 
Representative Curley. 

“I woulg yield to the gentleman,” 
said Mr. Curley, with some asperity. 
‘ie I thought it would add to the sum 
total of numan knowledge, but I do 


not.” 

“Uncle Joe” Cannon made a speech 
opposing the bill, and was answered 
by Representative Dalzell, of Pennsyl- 
vania, once a devoted supporter of the 
former speaker, who poitned out that 
the issue had temporarily destroyed 
party lines. 

An attempt was made to secure an 
agreement to vote on the bill ata 
night session tonight, but a threatened 
filibuster forced adjournment until 
Monday. 

Roddenbery Elated. 

Washington, December 14.—(Spectal.) 
Representative Roddenbery was much 
elated today over his success in get- 
ting up the immigration bill. For a 
year or more he has been attempting 
to secure legislation strengthening the 
restrictions against aliens coming inte 
this country. He wants the undesir- 
ables kept out. It required a special 
rule to get the bill up today. The spe- 
cial rule reported by Representative 
Henry, from the rules committee, was 
adopted, 198 to 82. 

Another special rule, shutting off 
amendments, will have to be adopted 
before the immigration bill can finally 


be put on its passage.

But the needel 
reforms cannot be accomplished and 
perpetuated on the one hand by any 
Short cut to political happiness, such 
as reformers eager for popular ap- 
plause would suggest; nor, on the other 
hand, without the abandonment by 
every citizen of that apathy which 
results in the face of even a clamor- 
ous public campaign, in less than a 
majority of the electorate voting upon 
propositions to radically change the 
fundamental law of a state.”’ 


Bryce Lauds Constitution. 


_Ambassador Bryce spoke on “The 
Censtitution of the United States,” to 
which he paid an extraordinary trib- 
ute. 

The ambassador said in part: ° 

“The constitution was the work of 
an extraordinary group of men, such 
as has seldom been seen living at. 
the same time in any country, and 
such as had never been brought to- 
gether in any other country to un- 
dertake the immensely difficult task 
of framing a fundamental instrument 
of government for a nation. The na- 
tion was then a small one and it is 
one of the most striking tributes to 
the genius and foresight of the men 
that that frame of government which 
they designed for 3,000,000 people 
should have proved fitting to serve the 
needs of 93,000,000. 

“What I have to say of the constitu- 
tion must refer chiefly to the past, be- 
cause its provisions seem to be now 
not so far removed from the field of 
political controversy as they have been 
Since 1865. Fortunately there is plen- 
ty to be said without trespassing on 
that controversial field from which my 
official position debars me. 

“The whole of your history since 
1789 is a recorg of the services which 
the constitution has rendered to you. 
It formed anew, Or at least it strength- 
ened and developed, for the sentiment 
was fortunately brought be. your an- 
cestors from England, the habit of 
deference to the law and respect for 
its forms, with a sense of the value 
of directing everything by strictly le- 
gal methods, which is one of the finest 
tributes of a free people. ~. It taught 
you to recognize that a free govern- 
ment must be founded upon the sense 
of right, upon the respect of every 
every community for the 
rights of every other man and commu- 
nity to the exclusion ofall violence. 
It impressed upon every citizen the 
sense that the will of the whole peo- 
Ple duly ascertained and acting 
through the prescribed forms, must 
prevail. The doctrine of popular sov- 
ereignty is a fine ang wholesome prin- 
ciple when it is exercised in the duly 
prescribeq and duly observed forms, 
just as that doctrifie may be the 
source of turmoil and injury to a peo- 
ple which rushes heedlessly to carry

“In particular, you have shown the 
world how. it is possible to reconcile 
national unity with the existence of 
local self-government in larger and in 
smaller communities over the immense 
spaces of a contirent, a problem which 
a century and @ half ago everyone 
would have thought insoluble. Thus 
has. the constitution of the United 
States become the example of its 
working and the hall of fame which 
now surrounds it one of the vitalizing

inevitable. He said-he would have to 
raise the question at the first of the 
failure of Greece to join the. armis-.

“Is it possible,” he asked, “to treat 
for peace while war is in progress? 
Some understanding would be reached, 
which might be annulled by the prog- 
ress of the military operations. What 
would be the uSe of a discussion about 
Janina, if while the discussion is go- 
ing on it would be forced to capitu- 
late?. Or about Saloniki, if it .were 
recaptured by the Turks?” 

“The conditions put forward: by the 
Greeks to adhere to the armistice were 
absurd, as among other things they 
asked for the surrender of Janina and 
the continuation of the blockade. If 
the other states followed the same 
idea We would have been asked to 


, Surrender Adrianople ang Scutari also, 


and admitting that we were such 
idiots as to accept terms of this kind 
there would be no need of a meeting 
here to discuss the conditions of peace, 
nor would it be possible for us to con- 
tinue the war. 

“If they make ig impossible for us to 
conclude an honorable peace they will 
soon fing that the Mussulman lion, 
although wounded, has not lost its 
strength.” 

Answer of the Greeks. 

The Greek delegation interrogated on 
the question of armistice answered that 
peace between Italy and Turkey went 
through several months of negotiations 
and was finally concluded without any 
previous armistice. 

To this Rechad Pasha retorteq that 
the situation with respect to Italy was 
quite different because the negotiations 
were unofficial and the continuation of 
the war could never affect the posi- 
tions of the two belligerents, as it may 
in the case of Turkey and Greece. 

In diplomatic circles it is Lelileved 
that after some skirmishing on this 
question a middle course may be found 
on the lines that Greece, although not 
adhering to the armistice, will promise 
to suspeng war operations during the 
conference, ang that Turkey shall do 
the same. 

The outlook with respect to the con- 
ference of ambassadors tonight is op- 
timistic. . The chances of an agree- 
ment on autonomy for Albania under 
the protection of the powers are re- 
garded as favorable, the expression 
used being “Albania must not become 
the Schleswig-Holstein of the Balkans, 
but the Belgium of the Balkans.”

Savannah, Ga., December 14.—(Sps- 
cial.)\—-S. F. B. Gillespie, wha, served 


_ for nearly twenty-nine years as deputy 


clerk of the Unitea States court, died 
at his home on East Duffy stfeet this 
afternoon. ‘He had been in failing 
health for several’ years. The funeral 
will be held tomorrow. 

‘Though ‘his condition was rapidly 


Srowing more serious during the Jast 


‘few weeks, Mr. Gillespie would go to 
his office and faithfully try to attend 
to his duties. He held his position 
through succeeding administrations on 


his merit and he battled bravely 
@gainst the weakening influence of 
disease. 


During the summer he was granted 
an indefinite leave of absence, and he 
and Mrs. Gillespie spent several 
months in the mountains of New York 
state. 

‘Mr. Gillespie had a host of friends 
in’ Savannah. His-long residence here 
and his faithful and efficient applica- 
tion. to his arduous duties won him 
the esteém of all who came in con- 
tact with the United States court. He 
Was One of the very few members of 
the local post of the G. A. R. His 
record in the union army during the 
civil war and his subsequent life in 
the south are filled with interesting 
experiences. 

He was born 
July 28, 1841. 


in Newburgh, N. Y., 
He remained at home 
until June 15, 1863, when he enlisted 
in Company D, of the Seventh regi- 
ment of New York national guard, and 


served with that regiment during the 
Gettysburg campaign. 
He then remained in New York un- 


til August 10, 1864, when he enlisted in 
the KEightieth New York volunteers 
as a private. He was promoted to sec- 
ond lieutenant in Company H, ap- 
pointed on the staff of General M. f. 
Patrick, provost marshal general of 
the “armies operating against Rich- 
mond,” in which -capacity he served 
until the year after the surrender, be- 
coming assistant provost marsha! of 
Richmond under Generdl Albert Ora- 
way. :

Was supposed to have been concerred 
in the assassination of President Lin- 
coln. and for whom there Was a Tre- 
ward of $109,090 offered by the gov- 
erinment. 

After Mr. Gillespie's discharge from 
the army in February, 1866, he fe- 
turned to his home in New York. and 
dn April, 1867, was appointed by Gen- 


eral John M. Schofield to the position 
of register of the county of Patrick 
under the reconstruction law. He 
served in that capacity until the state 
of Virginia was readmitted to the 
union. during which period he was on 
intimate terms with prominent mem- 
bers of the ‘“‘ku klux” and was al- 
ways kindly treated because he did 
not have any political ambitions and 
attended strictly to his duiles. 


Returning to Richmond in 1868, Mr. 
Gillespie was appointed chief deputy 
inder General John F. Muilford, col- 
lector of internal revenue, and re- 
mained with him until the collector 
resigned in 1870.

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WAR IS PROVING 
COSTLY TO MEXICO 


Madero Has Asked for $50,000,- 
000—No Reform Measures 
Passel by Congress. 


Mexico City, December 14.—With a 
record of few more than a dozen meas- 
ures enacted ang about 180 still pend- 
ing, the first congress elected under. 
the Madero administration, which was 
expected to carry out many revolution- 
ary promises, closed its three months’ 
session tonight. : 

The more important bills passeq in- 
clude authorization for a 20,000,000 
pesos ($10,000,000) loan, as yet unfloat- 
ed, and authorization for a 40,000,000 
pesos bong issue. The budget also was 
approved providing for an increase of 
13,000,000 pesos. 

The 40,000,000 pesos bond issue is for 
the purpose of railroad subsidies and 
other public works ang for the payment 
of indemnities in connection with the 
revolution of 1910. 

Congress also made a number of ap- 
propriations on the account of war ex- 
penses. One of. the: deputies declared 
in the chamber that. including 8,000,- 
000 pesos voted to the Diaz adminis- 
tration, which was stil in the treasury 
when the Madero administration came 
into power, the present executive had 
askeq for 117,506,000 pesos, which sum, 
with the exception of 8,000,000 pesos, 


was on account of the war. 

One of the early measures enacted 
provideq for.an increase in the Sala- 
ries of the deputies to double the 
amount they now receive. The salaries 
of supreme court judges also were in- 
creaseq by ten pesos a day. A spfpe- 
cial taxation bill affecting textile mills 
was adopted, while the otber measures 
related to pensions ang contracts.

Some Have Already Resigned 


and Others 7 »:reaten to 
Do Likewise. 


London, December 14.—When Win- 
ston Spencer Churchill took control of 
the admirality as first lord there was 
much speculation as to how a minis- 
ter of his enterprising and pugnacious 
temperament would work with-the sea 
lords, who have been accustomed to 
dominate in professional matters. 

The resignation of the first sea lord, 
Vice Admiral Sir Francis C. Bridge- 
man-Bridgeman, whom Prince Louis 
of Battenberg succeeds, is followed by 
rumors that ali the sea lords have 
A question of 
veracity between the first lord of ths 
admirality and Vice Admiral Bridge- 
man-Bridgemar, whicn has arisen, has 
caused a sensation. 

Mr. Churchill, pressed by Lord 
Charles Beresford in the house of com- 
mons ,for an explanation, declared that 
Vice Admiral Bridgeman’s retirement 
was due solely to his health and on 
Mr. Churchill’s request. When the vice 
admiral was asked by a reporter if he 
had retired on account of his health, 
he replied: 

‘My answer is in the negative.” 

The friction is believed to have been

New York, December 14.—(Special.) 
Those critics who found so much fault 
with the recent Gibbons-McGoorty af- 
fair may realize now that the “deci- 
sionless” bout is not what it has been 
cracked up to be, and that the old- 
fashioned method of naming a winner 
at the end of a contest has its good 
points. Not that I am one of those 
who could see no. merit in the bout 
in question. A scientific boxing match 
always appeals to me, as it must to 
anyone who understands the finer 
points of boxing, and I think McGoor- 
ty and Gibbons gave an interesting 
exhibition from a scientific point of 
view. 

But admitting, for the sake of argu- 
ment, that the adverse criticism of 
Gibbons and McGoorty’s work were

evenly matched boxers perform, but 
they can’t force the boys to take un- 
necessary risks during the milling, 
when the boxing commissions rule 
prohibiting referees’ decisions permits 
them to stall through the. ten rounds 
and gét just as much credit in the rec- 
ord books. It is the fault of the sys- 
tem and the men are not to blame for 
a very human desire to “get the 
money” as easily as possible. 

The greatest enemies to profession- 
al boxing are those who in the guise 
of friends and patrons of the sport 
insist upon changes and alterations 
in the time-honored rules that mak= 
such action on the parts of the boxers 
possible. With competent referees to 
decide contests on their merits there 
would be far less stalling and consid- 
erable tnore actual fighting. 

No Decisions Menace. 

What the boxing needs,in New York 
more than anything else.is a board of 
commissioners with sense enough to 
realize that the foolish ruling which 
prevents yeferees from giving deci- 
sions is a enace rather than a bene- 
fit to the sport. If boxers understand 
that decisions will be rendered at the 
end of bouts it is a cinch there will 
be less stalling than under the present 
system. That old gag about decisions 
promoting gambling has been worked 
to death. It is up to the commission- 
ers to keep the sport clean in that re- 
spect. The board ilcenses the referees 
and it is a simple matter to revoke a 
license should an official be found 
guilty of crooked work. 

I sincerely hope that Governor-elect 
Sulzer, when he takes office January 
1. will see fit to either fill the vacancy 
on the boxing commission or appoint 
an entirely new outfit that will seek 
to promote the best interests of pro- 
fessional boxing, and, as stated above, 
the crying need at present Is an en- 
tirely different system than the “news- 
paper” method of picking winners. 
With decisions authorized it would 
keep those birds who are only after 
the coin without risk of losing pres- 
tige away from here toa great extent 
and it wo i also be a guarantee to 
the public at there would be a bet- 
ter grade of boxing in the contests of 
the future. 

Boxing draws its support from all 
walks of life. At any big bout in New 
York one can see eminent jurists, 
merchant princes, captain of finance, 
famous lawyers. actors, authors and 
playwrights, to say nothing of ex- 
fights, gamblers, touts, barkeepers and 
the sheriff of New York county with 
a number of deputies scattered about 
the place., The “high brows” and the 
“lows” mix pretty well at such gath- 
erinns. It is difficult to say which 
element is the gainer by the tempo- 
rary truce.

Bell, of the university faculty; J. f

as openly avowed to the executive 
committee of the S. I. A. A. by Profes- 
s0r Bell, that the amount was to be 
repaid from the gate receipts of the 
Thanksgiving football game.”

Called Butter Trust 


Alleged That Elgin Board Has Con- 
Spired to Fix Price---Cor peti- 
tion Not Allowed. 


Chicago, December 14.—The Elgin 
board of trade, popularly known as 
the “hbuttter trust,” and the American 
Association of Creamery Butter Man- 
ufacturers were attacked by the fe4- 
eral government in a civil anti-trust 
Suit filed here today for the dissolution 
of both concerns. 

Conspiracy Charged. 

Sweeping charges of a conspiracy to 
fix arbitrarily the price of butter in 
the interest of big manufacturers anil 
cold storage concerns and to the det- 
riment of the farn.er, other small pro- 
ducers and the consuming public, are 
made by Attorney General Wicker- 
sham against the so-called trust, 
which he would destroy as a violation 
of the Sherman law. Butter makinz 
has drifted to the large manufacturers, 
the natural increase in volume of busi- 
ness has been curtailed and prices tv 
the people of the country have been 
enhanced especially during the winter 
season by the operations of the “con- 
spirators.” accordin@ to the govern- 
ment’s petition in equity. Aside from 
the dissolution of the two organiza 
tions, the government seeks to enjoin 
the detendants from appointing a 
price-fixing committee, from fixing 
prices; from quoting or publishing fig. 
ures purporting to be “market prices,’ 


unless they are based upon bona fide- 


sales of butter; from demanding that 
the Elgin price be used as a basis in 
making contracts for butter, and from 
making fictitious or “wash sales” of 
butter to mislead as to the actual price 
at which butte: is being sold. 


Competition Net Allowed. 

The price of butter fixed on the El- 
gin exchange, the government main- 
tains, is not the result o¢ free and 
open competition regulated by actual 
bona. fide sales under the law of sup- 
Ply and demand. The price-fixing 
committee of the board is dominate 
and controlled, it is alleged, by iarge 
butter manufactories, known as cen- 
tralizers, and by cold storage concerns 
This committee, the petition adds, “has 
acted arbitrarily and without any re- 
‘ward to actual values, and fixed pric2s 
wholly in the interest of the conspira 
tors.” 

From May to August, when the bulk 
of the country’s supply is made, the 
petition says, large centralizing con- 
cérns are buyers, rather than sellers 
of butter, buying up the surplus prod- 
uct and storing it for winter, when 
the price is enhanced. Consequently, 
it is declared, the prices of butter fixed 
by. the board during the summe:;: 
months have been almost invariably 
below the price at which the product 
actually has sold upon the market 
while. during the wiuter months, the 
prices fixed have been somewhat above 
market and private sales. 

It is charged that the American 
Ngsociation Creamery Butter Manu- 


facturers, composed of about forty-six 
firms and individuals, is used by the 
“conspirators: tq maintain these sea 
sonal differences in prices without re- 
gard.to,.frade conditions pr competj- 
tion.: i : | 

All Must Use Price. 

All members of,the association afe 
required, it is alleged, to use the price 
thus established as the basis of their 
cortracts for the purchase or sale of 
butter. 

Before the summer of each year, the 
petition continues, the large central- 
izing’ concerns -send representatives 
throughout the butter-producing area, 
contracting with small manufacturers 
for their entire seasun’s supply, based 
on the figures of the Elgin board, 


‘usually one-half a cent higher than 


the Elgin price. 

Vast quantities of butt6ér are thus 
purchased from farmers and others, 
it is said. by members of the defend: 
ant association. Z 

“If, therefore,” : the petition declares 
“the price fixed: by«the Elgin board 
should fall below the real economic 
price of butter, as fixed by the law 
of supply and demand, the profit ac- 
cruing from the corresponding drop 
in contract prices goes to the large 
centralizers upon every pound of but- 
ter which had been purchased in ad- 
vance under contract based upon the 
Elgin price.” 

System Not Understood. 

The system by which the price of 
butter is fixed is not generally known 
to the widely scattered producers, ac- 
cording to the petition, but, “on the 
contrary,” the price is published 
throughout the United States in news- 
papers and otherwise without accom- 
panying statement of how the price 
is determined, and readers of quota- 
tions thus published, and particularly 
farmers and other small producers of 
butter and sellers of butter fat, are 
led to believe that the price quota- 
tions are prices established by actual 
bona fide sales and purchases of but- 
ter in open competition upon the Elgin 
board of trade.” 

The alleged combination -and con- 
spiracy is said to have been formed 
“some five years ago.” 

Officers of the American Association 
Creamery Butter Manufacturers deny 
that the organization has ever at- 
tempted to fix the price of butter, or 
that it has any connection with the 
Elgin board of trade.

Portland, Ore., December 14.—As a 
comment on the hanging of four murs 
derers at the Salem penitentiary yes- 
terday, Governor Oswald West gave 
the following statement to the press 
today: 

“IT am not opposed to capital punish- 
ment because I am slopping over with 
sentiment, as some persons think, but 
because the practice seems to me to be 
wrong. 

“We spend much time and money 
educating people how to select and 
breed and care for live stock. We 
not only permit the weak-minded and 
degenerate to mate and breed at will, 
but we force their offspring to grow 
up amid vice and poverty, dwarfed, 
moraily, mentally and physically, and 
then hold up our hands in horror when 
we hear of the commission of some 
awful crime.”

BY PARCELS POST 
And They Arrive Uninjured. 


Possibilities of the System

Washington, December. 14.—Demon- 
strating the possibilities of the parcels 
post, a carton of eggs, shipped by mai 
from Oklahoma City, a distance of 
1,500 miles, was received uninjured to- 
day by Postmaster General Hitchcock, 
Shipments of eggs by mail cannot be 
made by the public until January, 
when the parcels post becomes opera- 
tive. The postal authorities were 
pleased with the successful experiment. 
The eggs, wrapped in cotton and paper 
and placed one in each of the divisions 
found in the ordinary egg carton, were 
merely marked “merchandise,” and re- 
ceived the usual treatment accorded 
ordinary mail matter.

On next Friday morning ten carloads 
of “fresh country eggs” will be placed 
on sale in booths in different sections 
of the city at 24 cents a dozen. Egs 
prices here now range from 27 to 37 
cents a dozen. The league will not at- 
tempt to make any profit on the sales, 
but simply will endeavor tq break the 
market.

“FOR NEW POSITION 


Final Test of His Smokeless Furnace 
Is Declared to Be a 
Success. 


Paul McMichael, Atlanta’s smoke 
inspector since last July, left Satur- 
day night for his new position in New 
York. 

Before leaving Inspector McMichael 
took a party of engineers, manutac- 
turers and technical experts to the 
Exposition Cotton mills, where he 
made a final test of the furnace he 
installed there. The test was suc- 
cessful, The four boilers were work- 
ed with an overload and practically 
emitted no smoke. 

The little smoke that came from 
the stack could not be classed as 
darker than a light gray. 

“If every plant in Atlanta equipped 
With the same furnace makes as lit- 
tle smoke Atlanta wil] practically be 
4 smokeless city,” agreed the oommit- 
tee. 

J. M. Van Harlingen, recently named 
vice chairman of the board, says that 
thirty-one plants mentioned recently 
as violating the law were spending 
money to eliminate smoke and were 
working in harmony with the board. 

He declared that absolute abate- 
ment of smoke in Atlanta is impos- 
sible under the ordinance which al- 
lows for emission of dense black 
smoke for twelve minutes in each 
hour. He calls attention to the fact 
‘that. it is not practicable for large 
office buildings to change furnaces 
in Winter without closing down their 
entire plants, and that if the ordi- 
nance is enforced against them 
xreater injustice would be done them 
than by the present method of notify- 
ing them. 

Commissioner Van Harlingen esti- 
mates that Installations in some of the 
plants of the city will cost from $20,- 
000 to $50,000. 


WOMAN HURT IN MILL 
ASKS $25,000 DAMAGES 


Claiming that an injury received at | 
the Whittier mills and the negligence. 
of the mill physician, Dr. MoMillan, 
has rendered her lame for life, Mrs. 
Annie Sullivan has brought suit 
against the mill for $25,000.

Extension Measure Is Favorably 
Reported to Senate by 
- Hoke Smith. 


‘ Washington, December 14.—Senator 
Hoke Smith today made a favorable 
report from the senate committee, on 
agriculture, upon his bill appropriat- 
ing. $3,000,000 to extend the work of 
the agricultural and mechanical colle- 
ges established under the Morrill act, 
and bring their benefits directly to 
the farm 

The measure which has already 
passed the house, where it was intro- 
duced simultaneously by Representa- 
tive Lever, of South Carolina, has been 
strongly urged in a nation wide cru- 
sade by the National Soil, Fertility 
league, of Chicago. It also has the in- 
dorsement of the American association 
of agricultural colleges and experi- 
ment stations. Senator: Smith will 
Speak on the bill next Wednesday. 


LAST “DISABILITY” LAW 
REPEALED BY SENATE 


Washington, December 14.—Repeal 
of the last of the civil war “disability” 
statutes was indorsed by the senate 
today when an amendment offered by 
Senator Johnston, of Alabama, to the 
omnibus claims bill was adopted, re- 
pealing the section of the _ revised 
statutes which prohibits the auditing 
of the claims of regular army officers 
who resigned to enter the confederate 
army. 

There are about 150 of such claims 
which are generally for longevity pay. 
Among those represented are the heirs 
of Generals Robert E. Lee, Stonewall 
Jackson, Joseph E, Johnston, Fitz- 
hugh Lee and Joseph B. Wheeler. 


Life Terms for Robbery. 


Chicago, December 14.—The new law 
fixing the penalty for robbery with 
deadly weapons was invoked here to- 
day when two young highwaymen 
were sentenced to life terms, Joseph 
Williams and George Kebler, confessed 
bandits, just 21 years old.

Trial of Mrs. Pringle for ‘‘Conduct 
Unbecoming a Lady’’ Has After- 
math of Blows. 


Macon, Ga. December 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Mrs. Addie May Pringle, wife 
of a city fireman, was vindicated of 
charges of “conduct unbecoming 4a 
lady” when brought before Recorder 
Davis this morning. But the charge 
by Attorney W. D. McNeil, state sena- 
tor-elect, who appeared as counsel for 
Mrs. Pringle, that twelve men who 
appeared as witnesses for the prose- 
cution were “cowardly curs” precipi- 
tated an altercation between Mr. Mc- 
Neil and C. D. Lavender, one of the 
twelve. 

The twelve men were all neighbors 
of Mrs. Pringle. When they appeared 
in court eleven of them were willing 
for the case to be dismissed, but two, 
Cc. D. Lavender and V. A. Williams, 
thought it should go to trial. They 
had no evidence to offer and the case 
was dismissed. 

After court, while Mr. McNeil, Oity 
Physician Gibson and Judge Daly 
were on their way to their offices 
they were accosted by Mr. Lavender 
and Mr. Williams, who demanded of 
Mr. McNeil “that he retract his state- 
ment in court as to “cowardly curs.” 

‘this Mr. McNeil refused to do. When 
Mr. Lavender declared that he was 
“going to settle it right now,” Mr. 
McNeil promptly. knocked him down. 
Mrs. Lavender then steped in between 
the two men.and further blows were 
prevented. 

Mr. McNeil did not retract his charge 
and says he will not do 80.

FOR DEAF PRAISED 


Silent Worker Pays Tribute to 
Efforts of Superintendent 
William M. Slaton. 


The current issue of The _ Silent 
Worker, a monthly magazine publish- 
ed at Trenton, N. J., in the interest of 
deaf chikiren, men and women, contains 
an interesting article on the Atlanta 
School for Deaf Children, written for 
the magazine by J. H. Cloud, and in 
which the work of Willlam M. Slaton, 
superintendent of the Atlanta public 
schools, in advocating the local school, 
is favorably commented on. An ex- 
tract from the article ig published 
here with as follows: 

The Atlanta School for Deaf Children 
is one of the regular grades of the 
public school system in Ashby street 
school, and affords day school Nprivi- 
leges for all the pupils of the city who 
needs its tuition and special methods. 

The combined method is used in 
teaching, the oral, aural and manual 
methods being adapted to the needs 
and capabilities of each pupil. Lip- 
reading and articulation, improvement 
of imperfect speech and all the modern 
possibilities come within its range. 

Favors Combination Method. 

Superintendent William M. Slaton, of 
the Atlanta city schools, was one of 
the warmest advocates of a combina- 
tion of teaching methods for deficients. 
He argued that no good, that could Le 
accomplished for a child, should be 
overlooked or sacrificed because of a 
tad for oralism pure and simple. He 
stated that when former ability to 
speak hag been lost, partially or whol- 
ly, from encroaching deafness, or any 
memory of speech or any aptitude for 
speech should show up in a child, that 
shoulg be fostered, improved and held 
to the last limit of oral instruction. 
But, he believes that the easier meth- 
ods. of manual signs, suggestive and 
heipful gesturing ang finger speliing 
could be used with and for oral nupiis 
in connection with other aids to speech 
ty imitation of teacher's lips and the 
various helps for the utterance of cer- 
tain consonants. 

Mr. Slaton set his face like flint 
against any single method, whether 
oral or manual, but insisted that all 
the known methods be useqg and none 
excludeg that would be avaliable or 
heipful in any possible way in the de- 
velopment of the imperfect child. 

Special Grade Estabiished. 

The city beard of education, under 
the presidency of Colonel W. R. Daly, 
concurred in Superintendent Slaton’s 
views by special resolution authorizing 
the establishment of the grade for 
deaf pupils. 

A search for a teacher covered sev- 
eral weeks and, from a number of weil- 
known, thoroughly equipped teachers 
they selected irs. Sarah Small Tem- 
ple, of the Oklahoma school, as teach- 
et OF the deaf. 

The .ciass is small at present, but a 
number of applications are in for tne 
entry of pupils a little later, and it is 
believed this grade will grow in inter- 
est and importance and become one oft 
the most vaiuabie ang useful features 
of the city schools. 

In the agitation of the question for 
the establisoment of the school no one 
Was more persistent and untiring than 
wr. W. F. Crussell, of The Atlanta 
Constitution, whose lefig interest in the 
ueal and education of the deat by sign 
and speech has been thoroughly, un- 
aerstoog by the deaf peopie of Atiantua 
and the entire state.

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NEGRO FARMERS ARE 


DOING IN SOUTHERN STATES 


The remarkable report of Secretary 
‘@f Agriculture Wuson, recently pub- 
ed, should direct attention to the 
contribution made by negro farmers 
to the marvelous results recited. 
hat have negro farmers done to- 
Ar gy piling up tne grand total of $9.,- 
832,000,000 vaiue of farm products dur- 
ing 1912? This question can be easily 
rwered. 
_~ AN article appearing in the Negro 

Year Book, published by Monroe N. 
Work, in charge of research and rec- 
Ords, Tuskegee institute, states among 
Other things, that 62 2-10 per cent of 
all negroes in the United States ten 
years of age and over are engaged in 
Zainful occupations. Of that number 
Of negroes, 2,143,176 are engaged in 
agricultural pursuits. 

Negro farmers have increased 19 per 
cent during the last twelve years. 
More than 80 per cent of the negro 
population of the. cotton states live in 
the rural districts. 
| Learning Rapidly. 

And, too, it should be remembered 
the negro farmer is rapidly learning 
to farm according to the most im- 
proved methods. He eagerly seizes 
every opportunity to receive instruc- 
tion. 

The department of agriculture at 
Washington, influenced largely by the 
Sreat and lamented Dr. Knapp, has 
employed a goodly number of negro 
demonstration agents who devote their 
entire time in teaching negro farm 
ere. 

Thomas M. Campbell, negro district 
agent, bureau of plant industry, farm- 
ers’ co-operative demonstration work, 
whose services extend over Alabama. 
Mississippi and cLuislana, has just fin- 
ished a tour of Mississippi, tn which 
State he held farmers’ conferences 
Leading negro farmers who attended 
those conferences have written letters 
highly indorsing the work of the dem- 
onstration district agent. 

Wallace A. Battie, president of the 
farmers’ conference, Okolona, Miss., 
wrote: “Please let me thank you for 
the visit made us Thanksgiving day 
and tor the.great good you have done 
the farmers in this community in 
Showing them how to make better 
crops on their farms.’ 

“The matter of instructing farmers 
how to take better care of their stock, 
how to get more out of our rich soil 
in Mississsippi, is the real gospel of 
the hour for the farmer.”’ 

W. W. Cox, of Indianola, wrote: ““‘The 
demonstration work is. infusing new 
life in the colored farmers in this sec- 
tion of the state.” 

J. E. Walker, of the same city, 
wrote: “The information the colored 
farmer has received through the dem- 
onstration work in this part of the 
delta has encouraged as well as en- 
lightened them.” 

Charles Banks, of Mound Bayou: 
“It is surprising how much benefit has 
been derived by farmers of this imme- 
diate vicinity by reason of our demon- 
stration agent here.” 

Isaiah T. Montgomery, founder of 
the Mound Bayou community: “The in- 
auguration of the demonstration work 


under the auspices of the United States 
agricultural department has contrib- 
uted more than any other factor to- 
ward arousing our people to the im- 
portance of improved methods of farm- 
ing.” 
Ww. A. Attaway, Greenville: “To my 
mind no department of educational 
work is more necessary just now than 
the instrfuction they are receiving 
through such men as yourself.” 

Negroes Organize Farmers’ Confer- 


ences. 

As a further illustration of the 
growth and intelligence of negr» 
farmers and the part they play in che 
material advancement of the south, it 
should be borne in mind that they 
have organized hundreds of farmers’ 
conferences and several! state agricul- 
tural fairs. Annual farmers’ confer- 
ences are held at Tuskegee institute, 
Tuskegee, Ala.; Hampton institute, 
Hampton, Va.; the Georgia State In- 
dustrial college, Savannah, Ga.; Lane 
college, Jackson, Tenn.; the Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical college at Greens- 
boro, N. C.; the Utica Narmal and In- 
dustrial institute, Utica, Miss., besides 


state fairs held by negro farmers in. 
Gecrgia, North Carolina, Southe Carvo- | 


lina, Kentucky, Tennessee and Ala- 
bama, and added to this should be 
work in more than 300 other indus- 
trial and agricultural schools in th» 
south. 

The influence of these schools and 
conferences, coupled with the good 
work of the negro 
agents, has not only increased the 
yleld of the negro farmer, but it has 
develoved his desire and capacity tu 
become manufacturers of raw mate-

Booker Washington Delivers Address: 


On November 25, Booker T. Wash- 
ington made the formal address at the 
opening and completion of a hundred- 
thousand-dollar oil mill plant at 
Mound Bayou, a negro town of Mis- 
sissippl. The address was listened to 
not only by thousands of his own race 
from New Orleans, Memphis, Vicks- 
burg, Jackson, Natchez, Greenville and 
the surrounding country, but by hun- 
dreds of white citizens, including 
county officials, judges, professional! 
men, newspaper men, most notably Mr 
Cc P. J. Mooney, of The Commercial 
Appeal. 

In the presence of thousands who 
stood before him in the open, Dr. 
Washington said, among other things: 

“I am glad that this oil mill, the 
first in the history of our race, is lo- 
cated in the heart of the south, wheres 
it will be a perpetual demonstration of 
the fact that our people cannot only 
make progress, but whenever ,. they 
make progress along legitimate ana 
helpful lines that the white man is 
willing to stand back of them and 
encourage them right here in the 
heart of the south.”

Burned Annually at His Shrine 
in the United States.

Washington, December 14.—(Spe- 
¢ial.)}——Prince Nicotine has more sub- 
jects in the United States than ev-r 
before. Annually 600.000,000 pounds 


of home grown tobacco and 20,000,009 
pounds of fancy imported tobacco ‘s 
burned at his shrine. 

In the blue haze of the Havanas and 
the curling white wreaths of dainty 
cigarettes many of them gold-tipped 
for the use of smokers of the fair 
Sex, several hundred million dollars 
& year goes up in smoke. The an- 
nual report of the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue, showing the amount o” 
tobacco grown and used in this coun- 
try. says that of 900,000,000 pounds 
of all types and grades grown In this 
country we export about one-third. 

In 1908 the value of exports, iIn- 
cluding ciears and cigarettes was $40,- 
000,000. The imports, after duty was 
paid, amount to $49,000,000. 

The continued growth of the indus- 
try is enough to throw consternation 
into the ranks of those who are 
preaching against the “poisonous 
weed." Despite all the efforts to erad- 
feate the use of tobacco, its consump- 
tion is increasing and not only younr 
boys, but a goodly number of women 
smokers are purchasing tobacco in 
some of its many attractive forms.

Culture Began at Jamestown. 

The commercial culture of tobacco 
in this country was coincident with 
the first permanent settlement estab- 
lished at Jamestown, Va., in 1607. The 


people of Great Britain and of conti- 


nental Europe had already become fa- 
miliar with the use of tobacco from 
the numerous expeditions to various 
parts of the new world during the 
previous 115 years since its discoverv 
by Columbus, and during the last fifty 
years of that period it had become 
common to include as much tobaccu 
as possible in the return cargo from 
the various parts of the new world 
where it might be obtained from the 
natives. Tobacco was introduced firs: 
because of its supposed medicinal ef- 
fects, the taste and demand for it, 
however, soon became general in muca 
of Kurope and the British isles. 

Today it is one of the principle in- 
dustries of this country and many of 
the countries south of us, and its users 
are practically enumerated with the 
census returns of the adult males in 
our population, and the population of 
almost every other country in the 
world. And the consumers of tobaccu 
is not confined, elther, to the adults 
or to the male population. 

Tobacco is not only one among our 
largest exported commodities, but it 
is also one among the largest import- 
ed. While we raise a great deal of 
tobacco for the foreign trade, we also 
buy and consume great quantities of 
tobacco raised in other countries, par- 
ticularly in the form of cigars and 
cigarettes. 

We also consume many millions of 
cigars and cigarettes, raised and man- 
ufactured in the United States, which 
we Lelieve to be imported, and they 
answer the same purpose. History 
tecords that John Rolfe was growing 
tobacco in the streets of Jamestown in 
1612, and in 1618 the first official state- 
Ment of exports is recorded, which 
amounted in that year to 20,000 pounds 
of tobacco at a valuation of 54 3-4 
cents per pound. The Virginia colo- 
nists soon found that it wag about the 
only commodity which they could ex- 
change to advantage against the va- 
rious manufactured necessities or lux- 
uries which they desirea from the home 
country. Nothing else that could be 
grown had so large an exchange value. 
Hence it absorbed almost ‘the entire

Adding this duty to 
the declareg value of the imported to- 
bacco and cigars causes it to exceed the 
value of our exports more than 30 per 
cent.

When the chief warder, 
Leopold Archinard, entered at the din- 
ner hour a cell occupied by eight con-

SINKING BALLOONISTS 
ARE SAVED BY A MATCH 


London, December 14.—In a sinking 
balloon in mid-channel, two aeronauts 
were saved from drowning by striking 
what proved to be their last availa- 


East- 
bourne fishermen near at hand saw 
the signal and came to the rescue just 
in time. 

The balloonists, Arthur Turner and 
Mr. Nolan, of the Royal Aero club, said 
that they left Battersea at 12:30 p.m, 
intending to descend on the southern 
Coast. The balloon rose to the height 
of 3,000 feet. Traveling swiftly wita 
the wind, they decended near Buxted, 
and wete informed that it was 30 
miles from the coast. They rose 
again to 3,000 feet, and presently 
sixhted what they believed to be the 
Royal Sovereign lighthouse. 

Darkness came, and with it a thick 
fog and rain. They lost their bearings, 
and the envelope of the balloon be- 
came soaked by the vapor, and though 
all but one of the bags of sand had 
been thrown out, the balloon dropped 
to within 50 feet of the sea, and 
threatened every minute to be sub- 
merged. 

The balloonists shouted for two 
hours, but could make nobody hear, al- 
though they heard geveral steamers 
passing quite close to them. Finally 
they saw a light about half a mile 


‘away, which, as they discovered later, 


came from some fishermen who were 
putting eut nets. 

The men in the sinking balloon had 
only three matches. The first went 
out, but the second burned for about 
five seconds, and this it was that 
lives.

It un- 
derlies the entire county of Pulaski, 
and from er ypetet scarcely southeast 
of Montezuma, in Macon, to Vienna, 
in Dooly. The freeholders of the 
broad and level lands of Sumter, of 
neariy all of Welster, all of Ran- 
dolph, Terrell and Lee, much of Clay, 
i, of Ca:houn, much to the east and 
all to the 
Wougherty, all of Baker, Early and 
Miller, much of Mitchell, and no small 
share of Decatur, holding title as they 
do to the center of tte earth, have 
also title to the waters of this mar- 
velous reservoir. Through multitudin- 
ous lakes and limesinks it seeks, in 
many eplaces, the light of day. The 
mystical depths of the famoug Blue 
Springs near Albany have this life- 
giving source. In Lowndes and 
Brooks, Thomas and Grady, through 
vast pond at Lake Park, by the 
symmetrical sheets of clear water at 
Lake Aicyone, and other points too 
numerous to mention the subterranean 
river gives notice unmistakable that 
like the brook in Tennyson‘s charm- 
ing lyric: 


‘Men may come and 
Men may g0, 
But I'll go on forever.” 


The Eocene formation which the 
great lacustrine body underlies is 
marked on the preliminary geoiogical 
map of Georgia, published in 1908, by 
S. W. McCallie, with the collaboration 
of Otto Veateh. More obviously to the 
masses, in the opinion of Dr. Fort, is 
it marked on the surface by the “oak 
and hickory lands” tin the counties 
mentioned. In lands of this sort Dr. 
Fort owns a plantation in Dougherty 
county about ten miles from Albany. 


Tests His Theory. 


He determined to test his theory as 
to the existence of this reservoir, and 
to test it for the purposes of irriga- 
tion. After some delay, resulting from 
accidents in boring, he has now reach- 
ed at the depth of 700 feet a super- 
@bundant supply. It gushes forth from 
a pipe 2% inches in diameter at the 
rate of 40,000 gallons per diem. Catch- 
the water in an ordinary earthen 
reservoir, by means of terra cotta 
pipes, with effective valves at the nec- 
essary distance from each other, he 
has distributed the water so as to ir- 
rigate fourteen acres. His reservoir 
holds four hundred thousand gallons 
and this he finds sufficient to irrigate 
fourteen acres of land with 1 inch of 
water every ten days. He can now 
bid defiance to drouth. When Irriga- 
tion is necessary the pure water is 
released from the deep lacustrine 
source, the reservoir and the terra 
pipes are filled, the valves are 
opened, until the supply from one 
valve meets that afforded by its neign- 
bor. 

The keen Interest of the department 
of agriculture in Washington prompt- 
ed it to supply or to suggest to Dr. 
Fort the necessary valves. Already, 
with only imperfect attention, Dr. 
Fort hag raised with the usual com- 
mercial fertilizers on an irrigated acre 
one hundred bushels of corn. 

So wonderful ts his success that 
Milo B. Williams, irrigation engineer 
of the national department of agri- 
culture, has unreservedly declared that 
all the lands in the vast area above 
this mighty supply can readily be 
given a value of $500 per acre. In view 
of thé cheapness of the system and the 
results of irrigation in Georgia and 
on these figures are mot surpris- 
ng. 

The letter to Dr. Fort from the chief 
irrigation investigations following 
will make plain the importance the 
scientists at the capital attach to the 
demonstrations of the Georgian:

this to the geological survey, and are 
just in receipt of a letter as fol- 
lows: . 

In reply to your letter of May 
20th, requesting a memorandum giv- 
ing the proper geologic descriptions 
of the different strata encountered in 
a well 10 miles southwest of Alvany, 
Ga., 4 log of which accompanies the 
letter: 

It is not possible, without seeing 
Samples of the material, to improve 
upon the litho-logical descriptions 
Siven in the log, which appears to 
have been carefully prepared. As 
regcrds the age of the strata pene- 
trated, it is impossible to make a 
definite statement. The well its lo- 
cated in a region closely underlain 
by the Vicksburg formation (Terti- 
ary-Oligocane). It is probable that 
the first 152 feet shoulg be referred 
to this formation. The remainder of 
the section is probably Eocene 
(Tertiary), althougyn it is possible 
that the well enters the upper part 
of the Cretaceous, 

A report on the underground waters 
of the coastal plains of Georgia, the 
manuscript of which is now nearing 
completion, will be published by this 
survey, probably within the next 
year. It is desirable that this log 
be incorporated in the report and l 
am, therefore, retaining it, pending a 
reply from you as to whether or not 
I have your permission to make a 
copy of it for publication.

The consent requested was, of course, 
given. Subsequent letters forecast the 
publication so important to our people. 
For his practical demonstration the ir- 
rigation bureau of the department of 
agriculture has conferred upon Dr, 
Fort the signal dignity of ‘Collaborat- 
or.” Monthly there comes and will 
come to him a treasury draft as a 
token from his country of its govern- 
ment’s appreciation of the value and 
significance of his discovery. 


Of Inestimable Value. 


The writer has no technical experi- 
ence on this interesting topic, but Is 
somewhat accustomed to ‘estimate the 
evidential value of facts, and without 
interest, other than the welfare of our 
people, attaches the utmost importance 
to Dr. Fort's demonstrations. 

I am convinced that the marvelous 
provision of nature underlying so 
much of the lands of our state is of 
inestimable significance to the wealth, 
prosperity and comfort of ofr people 
for all time to come. With the im- 
proved tools for boring which have 
been recently invented, the water sup- 
Ply can be easily and cheaply reached. 
It is inexhaustible. No well interferes 
with another. Through a 3-inch pipe a 
flow of 80,000 gallons day can be at- 
tained. The expense of obtaining this 
and of building the reservoir from 
which to conduct the water to the crops 
is insignificant when compared with 
any other irrigation of which we have 
an account. The lands under which 
this supply exists have only ordinary 
fertility. Dr. Fort estimates that with 
ordinary seasons they may now pro- 
duce twelve bushels of corn per acre. 
With $5 worth of commercial fertiliz- 
ers the yleld may be increased to 
twenty bushels per acre. In the ab- 
sence of irrigation more Intense fer- 
tilization will fire the cron. With iIrri- 
gation the result Is far different. With 
$25 worth of properly prepared com- 
mercial fertilizer he has demonstrated 
that one hundred bushels of corn ts the 
vield per acre. With -trrigation in 
Fiorida one acre will produce five hun- 
dred bushels of sweet bermuda ontons 
and celery and other food products in 
proportion: but the Florida system is 
far more costly. 


Greater Than These. 


In 1814 Von Humboldt, standing in 
the Navajo desert in Arizona, declared 
that the valley of the great Salt river 
was capable of sustaining a vast pop- 
ulation. He recorded this opinion in 
his work on new Spain. Many years 
elapsed before the erection by the gov- 
ernment of the great Roosevelt dam 
to create a mighty reservoir and bring 
about this result. The God of nature 
has created under the soil of Georgia a 
reservoir tncomparably greater than 
@ny made by human hands. From this 
we may cheaply bring the life-giving 
Supply to our growing crops. Many 
meadows in England to this day show 
marks of irrigation projects designed 
by the Romans two thousand years 
ago. Ancient reservoirs and thousands 
of miles of distributing canals in Brit- 
ish India, essential to the support of 
three hundred millions of the human 
race there, are of daily use now. 

The astounding dam on the Nile at 

ssuan, while it has submerged at 
Philae, the most enenanting relics of 
by-gone ages, has controlled the an- 
nual inundation of the Nile, and brings 
Plenty to the once starving Fellaleen 
in the land of the Ptolemys and the 
Pharoahs. 

The 300,000 inhabitants of Los An- 
@eles owe the existence of the city to 
the irrigation works along the river of 
that name. How fortunate {s it then 
for the people of our beloved state that 
wellnigh every farmer who holds title 
to lands in that vast coastal plain ly- 
ing to the southward of the “old red 
hills of Georgia” may for htmself and 
his posterity enjoy the abounding 
blessings from this source, coveted by 
the inhabitants of every productive 
clime, in all the ages of the past.

MADE BY THE BANKS 


Capital, Surplus, Profits, Deposits 
and Circulation Reach Total 
of $22,548, 707,000 


Washington, December 14,.— Busi- 
ness in general, as reflected in the 
condition of the banks of the United 
States, has shared in the country’s 
prosperity, according to Lawrence ‘*). 
Murray in his annual report made pub-— 
lic today. ; 

The banking power of the nation, 
represented by capital, surplus, profits, 
deposits and circulation, reached dur- 
ing the year the enormous total of 
$22,548,707,000, a high record, showing 
an increase of 5.69 per cent over 1911 
and 27.8 per cent over 1908. Since 
1900, the banking power has increased 
11l per cent, or more than doubled. 
During the last twelve years the num- 
ber of banks has increased by over: 
107 per cent, and their volume of bus- 
iness, as indicated by deposits, shows 
an increase of over 127 per cent. 

The comptroller’s report consists of ' 
a mass of statistics with analyses, 
most of which previously have been 
published. 

In connection with the rates on 
money, which recently have been soar- 
ing, the comptroller simply observes. 
that the rates were normal up to Au-, 
gust, with a tightening of the money | 
market thereafter. According to the’ 
last condition report, September 4, the | 
comptroller points out that New York. 
and Chicago were slightly deficient in: 
the amount of their legal reserves, and 
St. Louis slightly excessive. Banks in 
the major portion of other reserve 
cities were also slightly deficient, but 
the country banks maintained an ex- | 
cess of the legal requirements. 

Less than 70 per cent of the total 
amount of national bank notes which; 
the nationa] banks might ofrculate un: | 
der the law has been issued. Based 
upon the September 4 report, the banks 
might fncrease their circulation by 
$321,927,060, Mr. Murray says. 

The national banks, the report indl- 
cates, hold over 80 per cent of the 
bonded debt of the United States in 
the way of security for circulation 
and public deposits as an investment. 

During the fiscal year 1912 the na- 
tional banks paid dividends aggregat- 
ing $120,300,872, or 11.66 per cent on 
capital and 6.93 per cent on capital 
and surplus combined. The net earn- 
ings of $149,056,603 were equivalent to 
8.59 per cent of capital and surplus, 
During the last 43 years the banks 
have pald an average annval dividend 
of 9.17 per cent on the capital stock. 

Eight national banks, with an ag- 
gregate capital of $1,100,000, failed 
during the year ended October 31, 
while 83 national banks, with an ag- 
Zregate capital of $21,605,250, were 
placed in voluntary liquidation. 


“REMITTANCE MAN” 
KILLED BY A TRAIN 


Oklahoma City, Okla., December 14.— 
The body of Montrose A. Grahame, an 
Englishman, who has lived here several 
months on remittances from his family, 
was found beside the St. Louis and 
San Francisco railroad tracks east of 
the city today. His skull was frac- 
tured and his left arm broken. 


It is believed that Grahame fell or 
was thrown from the train Thursday 
night. 

Gfahame came here several months 
ago and said his father was an English 
nobleman. He received a remittance of 
$25 a weck, which came to him through 
a bank at Victoria, B. C. 


REBEL LEADER KILLED; 
REVOLUTION STOPS 


Tegucigalpa, Honduras, December 1}. 
An incipient revolution in Honduras 
was quelled immediately by the killing 
yesterday of its leader, General Jose 
Maria Valledares, while urging his fol- 
lowers to start the outbreak. Hon. 
duran government troops happened to 
be near the scene, and, after a short 
skirmish with the rebels ard the shoot. 
ing of their chief, disarmed and dis- 
persed them.

BE. Watson 1 find tn it a stron€ and 


beautiful tribute to a group of south- 
ern writers who are being forgotten 
in thesé turbulent days, when men 
and women find no time for the fam- 
ily library, and when the books of 
men who first gave to the south her 
right to claim the culture of the na- 
tion are moth-eaten on back-room 
shelves 

Mr. Watson entitles his book “Prose 
Miscellanies.”* It was published in 
Thomson by the Jeffersonian Publish- 
ing company, and in many respects 
meets the call sounded by a daughter 
of the confederacy in Washington the 
Other day, when she justly claimed 
that the history and romance and lit- 
erature of the old south was being 
Jost through the lack of-interest on 
the part of those whose business it 
should be to keep ever alive the mem- 
ory of the great men of the cavalier 
time. Not long ago an audience of 
women here were held spellbound with 
interest by the discourse of a young 
clergyman who made the same appeal, 
that the women of the cultural or- 
fanizations make sure the perpetua- 
tion of the achievement of men who 
mave to the south her most scholarly 
sons. 

In two chapters, the one “A For: 
gotten Scholar,” the other “Random 
Talk on Literary Topics,” Mr, Watson 
makes a valuable contribution to lit- 
erature not only in the sense of 
bringing to their place of dignity the 
eouthern men who have never been 
fully known for their worth, but in 
his random reference to the forgot- 
ten thoughts and sayings of the great 
English and American writers being 
forgotten. “Nothing is more curious 
than the manner in which the public 
allots credit to authors. It would 
8e that in many instances the fate 
of the literary worker is dependent 
upon caprice,” truthfully, writes Mr. 
Watson. 

The term “dependent upon caprice” 
coming from him, however, sets me to 
thinking. When in this turbulent time 
Mr. Watson has been helping so di- 
rectly to make, did the have time to 
sit down and compile the beautifully 
rational utterances which earich many 
pages of “Prose Miscellanies?” They 
have the placidity and sweetness of 
having been written in some “Peace- 
ful Valley” somewhere, and could not 
have emanated from the same atmos- 
phere which must have vibrated more 
than once in the last few years, when 
the writer of France, Napoleon and 
Jefferson forgot his great Wterary 
ealling and shut the sunshine out of 
his spirit, out of his thoughts, and 
used muddy ink to write with. 

I bope that “Prose Miscellanies” 
comes as the dawn after the dark- 
and that the impression it makes 
in my inind as I read it of the “calm 
after the storm,” will be sustained by 
u revival of Mr. Watson's real Ilit- 
erary career Which he has wandered 
right Waywardly, a fact which 
has tried the tolerance of those who 
have so willingly and proudly record- 
ed his genius in the past.

face of Uncle Remus, and opposite that 
wonderful appreciation Mr. Watson 
expressed of him when tn the opening 
lines of a tribute he wrote: “And so 
the pale messenger that never tires, 
never pities—the messenger that called 
Sappho away from her songs and Le- 
titila Landon away from her grief; the 
messenger wholed Byron to where he 
could sleep, and Keats to where no 
Gifford could stab him again with 
merciless criticism; the messenger whwu 
piloted Poe to the misty dim regions 
of welr, and to desolate Burns hrought 
the sealed orders under which he 
Sailed Into ‘unknown seas'—has 
knocked under the door of Uncle Re- 
mus, has renched upon her Inexora- 
ble roll call the name of Joel Chan- 
dier Harris, has come to guide tnto 
that blissful hereafter—of which Hope 
is the creator, and Faith the defende 
—a spirit which will need no ourifi- 
cation to fit it for the companion- 
ehip of the good.”

because of the force of relentless cir- 
cumstances, and where I claim no title 
to a foot of earth—come in all hu- 
mility and sorrow to put a wild flow- 
er on his grave 

“He loved the birds—may they sina 
sweetly where he rests. He loved the 
trees and flowers-——may the legves 
whisper while he slecps, and the flow- 
ers bloom above couch.” 


O’Henry’s Star 


It will mot be given to many of ue 
again the happiness of a Thanksgiv- 
ing day so beautiful ase that just pass- 
ed. Winter and summer came  to- 
wether in the elements. Springtime 
green and autumn shades blended in 
the woods. At dusk Indian summer 
lights shone thrajyigh the trees hedg- 
ing in the country roads and _ still 
left an after g ow. When up in the 
clear sky there suddenly shone forth 
one single silver star. 

“What star is it?” I asked of a man 
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'who ought to have known, but he did 
not even stop to think which it was. 
Another questioned that there was a 
star. because he could not see it from 
the corner of the machine where “he 
sat enveloped in a heavy coat. A 
pretty woman said: “Why ~et senti- 
mental? Yes, I see the star—this land 
is Increasing in value every day.” and 
another woman looked anxious be- 
cause the man in the overcoat talked 
about buying a farm big enough to 
have a good golf link on it. 

But the star kept on with me. What 
star is it? What star was it that so 
interested me. I Kept asking myself 
as we sped on in the machine and 
everything faded out of sight except 
the star, when suddenly I remember- 
ed “Billie Jackson,” tne star that 
saved the Httle girl O’Henry has writ- 
ten of and made us all cry—the little 
girl in the skylight room. - 

But there was no reason why I 
should be satisfied to borrow the 
name,of the little girl's love to name 
a star that kept lighting me on, and J 
felt ignorant and mortified that I did 
not know more about the stars. 

I tried to forget it, and couldn’t, 
and later while eating boiled chicken 
and grits and other good substantial 
things in a brightly Mmelighted room 
the memorv.of the silver star came 
again. 

“What star is it that shines by 
itself in the evening before the 
others?” I blurted out before i real- 
ized it, breaking in upon the conver- 
sation of two men who were talking 
bonds and construction and commer- 
cial things. One of them looked at 
me a moment annoyed, then said 
kindly: 

“Wait a minute,” put his hand in 
an inside pocket, pulled out a much- 
worn handbook, ran his finger up and 
down a page and then very tolerantly 
said, “Mercury.” 

“O’Henry,” I laughed. That wasn’t 
the man’s name, so | had to RHasten 
to explain that his methodical refer- 
ence to his handbook reminded of that 
humorous short story of O’Henry, 
“The Handbook of Hymen.” And so it 
goes with one who has had the joy: 
of an introduction to the writings 
of a man the world is calling since 
he died “the King of short story 
writers.” 

There is not an element of Hlife, a 
phase of it, a oaharacteristic of the 
individual or groups ot individuals, 
aigh or lowly, that the star of 
O’Henry has not reached. He has 
penetrated the depths of human every 
day life and written.of men and wom- 
en in their working clothes. In pre- 
senting them as they are, in their 
real and sometimes unlovely light, 


he has not deprived them of the 
epiritual part nor separated them 
from sentiment as he sees it—the very 
essence of love. No matter where he 
finds his subjects, in the slums, in 
the gaudily-decked cafe, in the streets 
or in the tubercular colony “on San- 
tone,” he follows them with a sort of 
light that is real—the light that 
shines straight out like that of the 


silver star in the Thanksgiving sky. 
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The Honey Pot 


Mr. Norval Richardson, the young 
southern writer and diplomat, found 
time while he was first secretary to 
the American legation at Copenhagen 
last year, to get into book form, a 
story he had written several years 
ago after a visit to Mexico. The story 
does not aspire to represent in litera- 
ture what the writer meant when he 
biended history with romance, in his 
first story, “The Lead of Honbr,”’ nor 
does it attempt to measure up to the 
excellently presented story of “George 
Thorne,” which was Mr. Richardson's 
second book. : 

The third story published, called 
“The Honey Pot,” takes note on a very 
pleasant journey to Mexico and into 
fardens and vine-clad retreats and 
moonlit bowers, where angels should 
fear totread, though a bunch of heavy- 
footed Americans had no hesitancy in 
doing it. They were lured by the 
fathomless eyes of a Mexican girl, who 
knew how to talk on the strings of a 
guitar as wel) as with her eyes; how 
to wind lace scarfs seductively about 
herself, and place perfumed flowers 
back of her ears. They neglected thir 
business of mining on her account; de- 
ceived each other while she deceived 
them, and under guise’ of comparing 
notes with true comradeship, every 
man of them was keeping back the real 
secret which makes theme for the 
book. 

Mr. Richardson paints his pictures 
with the touch of the artist. for the 
book is one of pen pictures which have 
a touch of reverie aboutt hem, making 
one to suspect that Mr. Richardson saw 
it all in Ike Marvel smoke, and wrote 
from the comfortable depths of a big 
irm chair. He pictured the girl tn. her 
whims and temperament, and made 
setting for her of men she amused, and 
wrote all with the ease he would have, 
had he been in Mexico writing home 
io his brother, desiring to amuse and 
‘ntertain. The book does both, and 
lelightfully so, and, though it will be 
Siven third place in Mr. Richardson’s 
vooks so far published, it has every 
right to a place with the already cor- 
“ally received efforts of the gifted 
young southern writer. 

Mr. Richardson has left his post at 
-openhagen temporarily, and is visit- 
‘ng his mother in Mississippi. He will 
/isit his brother, Hugh Richardson, 
in Atlanta, before returning to his 
diplomatic duties.

The idea of a permanent exhibit of 
the products made by the manufac- 
turers of Atlanta, located In a sepa- 
rate bullding two be erected ior that 
purpose, tuok concrete form at the an- 
nual mecting of the Merchants und 
Manutacturers association held at the 
Caie Wurand last ihursday night. 

H. E. Chvuate acted as chairman in 
the absence of the president, J. K. 
Orr, who sent his regrets at his in- 
ability to attend, and after routine 
bus.ness had been disposed of 4an- 
nuunced that the matter of this per- 
manent erhibit would be brought be- 
tore the assovlat.ion. The first speak- 
er was V. H. Kreigsnaber, who de- 
scribed briefly simiiar buildings lo- 
cated in Chattanooga and Evansville, 
Ind. Mr. Kreigshaber outlined the 
working plan of tne propos.tion and 
showed how it Was not a matter of 
subscription work, but an investment 
that was bound to return good divi- 
dends to al] the manu.acturers who 
joined in the movement. ise suggest- 
ed a building avout 50x200 feet in di- 
mensions and ten stories high. His 
estimate of the cost of such a build- 
ing was $225,000 and of the total space 
he stated that about 70,000 feet would 
be available after deduct.ng ali al- 
lowances for stairways, elevators, etc. 
It was his suggestion that this space 
be rented to the manufacturers at a 
fieure which would just cover the 
cost of operation and the necessary 
interest on the money invested. At 
this figure the rentals would only 
come to a (fraction of the price of 
office space in other buildings In the 
city and the manufacturers wvuuld 
have a valuable piece of property 
which would pay them a good dividend 
on their investment as well as con- 
stant. y increase in value. 

The next speaker was Sam D. Jones, 
who argued strongly in favor of the 
building He brought out the points 
that even the business men of 
city of Atlanta did not know one- 
quarter of 
a plants here, and stressed the fact 
that whereas a buyer now distributed 
his purchases over half a dozen cities, 
if there was some such building in 
Atlanta where he could see everything

Similar slipshod methods were com- 
mon in all ciasses of work. And at 
that time the results were not bank- 
rugtcy and a closed factory, for the 
reason that every one was in a like 
fix, competition was not so Keen and 
the employees worked tweive hours a 
day. 

The modern factory with its elght- 
hour-day, its cut prices and the ever 
working competitor, must eliminate 
all forms of waste time among the 
operatives and utilize every possible 
motion. The problem ovefore the 
manufacturer is how to get more 
work out of each individual worker. 
When this point first came up the 
method of “driving’’ was tried, with 
fatal results in many cases. The 
workman will not stand for this driv- 
ing process. If he is a gvod man, he 
doesn't have to, for he can always 
secure other work under more con- 
genial heads. As a result the only 
class of worker that the driving boss 
can eventualiy get is the poor, in- 
eluicient man Who dare not complain 
or leave his jov, as tMe chances itor 
securing other work are muvre of less 
slim. Many large tactories have 
learned this lesson, and have found 
themselves either without a CapadDie 
staff in a few years or else with a 
long and expensive strike on bheir 
hands. 

invery factory-owner would like to 
put al! his employees on plece work, 
but this, in many cases, is impossible, 
as the worker may sometimes be idle 
through no fault of his own. 

Probably the best system that has 
yet been devised is the bonus method. 
In this plan the employee receives 
added pay for all work done above a 
given, fair day’s work.

These are a few og the many things 
that we have to contend with. All of 
these, and many others, 1 think, should 
be looked after more closely by the 
hotel committee of the different or- 
ganizations of traveling men.

I think the 
present Wav of having it pulled by 
agents is far better than having it 
lifted on trains by conductors. or

He was speaking of 
the advisability of building a permanent manufacturers’ exhibit buiiding 
for Atlanta, such as has been advocated in these columns, and in that one 
senten.e he wavanced one of the strongest possible arguments tor the 
erection of such a building. 

The best and most successful boosters for Atlanta have always been 
the traveling men who work out of here. They comprise one of the finest 
bodies of men in the country, and the very nature of their business tea_hcs 
them how to say the right word at the right time in the interest of what 
ever thing they believe in. These men be:ieve in Atlanta with all their 
heart and soul, and it is their desire to keep “Atlanta Always Ahead” in 
every creditable way. 

It has been suggested in these columns that whenever an Atlanta sales- 
mah sees one of his customers handling goods of the same class as are 
made in Atlanta that he should ask where they come from, and quietly 
suggest to the merchant that he could secure the same goods in Atlanta, 
and probably be uble to buy them to better advantage than where he is 
now. By this means every salesman would be helping his fellow crafts- 
men, the manufacturers of Atlanta and the city as well. We know thet 
large numbers of the men on the road are already doing this whenever 
the opportunity offers and whenever their knowledge of what is made here 
permits. But how many salesmen are there working out of Atlanta that 
know that there are over five hundred manufacturing plants in Fultoa 
county and that over one thousand different articles are made here? 

With a permanent manufacturers’ exhibit here every salesman would 
have the opportunity of knowing what is made here and he would become 
famiiiar with all the different articles. Think what it would mean to 
Atlanta to have these three thousand men going out of here all the year, 
every one of them filled with the desire to make Atlanta grow and instea‘t 
of working for that end with the incidental knowiedge that they have 
picked up, well acquainted with all the lines of goods made here and being 
able to te!l] their customer-friends of a hundred or more articles that are 
made here. Of being able, also, to tell them that there is a magnificent 
building convenient to the hotels and depots, where they may go and fina 
under one roof everything that they want, where they can see the actual 
goods, instead of a photograph, and where there is a salesman from each 
house ready and anxious to tell them the points about the different goods 
and to show how they may be introduced and turned over quickly. 

The building proposed is not a speculative subscription scheme, but a 
sound financial investment and cannot fail to pay good dividends to all 
concerned. But aside from this it would be a paying investment for the 
business men of Atlanta if only as a school for the traveling salesmeu 


and other boosters of the city, to teach what Atlanta actually is making.

SALESMANSHIP. 


Many of the larger and more pro- 
gressive firms are today establishing 
special schools of salesmansnip where 
the men on the road may learn the 
newest ideas in the presentativun oi 
their anguments for the use of the 
goods they handle. One vr the new- 
est ideas in this HNne is the use of 
motion pictures to teach the sa:esmen 
sll the various details in the. manufac- 
ture of the goods sold. 

it is impossible for many concerns 
to go to the expense and time neces- 
sary to procure tnese pictures, but 
nevertheless a point may De learned 
from this iact. That is the necessity 
of the salesmen learning as much as 
possible about the make and details 
of the goods it is selling. If a man is 
calling on the grocery trade selling 
canned syrup, for instance, he should 
know how the syrup ig put up, where 
it comes from and at what seasons of 
the year the raw product is secured. 
He should be familiar with the pro- 
cess of boiling and canning syrup and 
should be able to tell the condition of 
the year’s crop and the prospects for 
future deliveries. 

When two men call on the same 
merchant selling the same kind of 
goods, the merchant is much more 
likely to buy from the one who dis- 
plays the best knowledge of the goods 
he is selling. It is true that a bril- 
llant salesman may be able to take 
most any Kine and got out and gel] it 
with a very rudimentary knowledge of 
that line, but he would be in -better 
shape to sell and would get better re- 
sults for every added potnt he knew 
about the manufacture of those goods. 

The time never comes when a sales- 
man can know too much about the 
line he is handling and, as.in every 
Aes profession, he can never learn 
it all, 


THE RETAIL MERCHANT. 


The successful retail merchant is al- 
ways a man who has looked upon him- 
self as one who owes a duty to the 
community he is serving, and from 
which his trade is drawn. The capacity 
in which he serves them is really that 
of a purchasing agent for the com- 
modities they need in their daily life. 
The true retailer is not a selling agent 
for manufacturers and wholesalers as 
much as he is a buying agent for his 
customers. 

It is his duty to watch for every 
opportvnity to secure the goods that 
his customers will be glad to buy, at 
the most reasonable prices. 


a snap—he is doing them a_ service 
that they wi!l appreciate in the way 
of increased trade for him and the 
ceeneenne of all those who deal with 

m. 

He must see that the goods he buys 
are such as he would wish to use him- 
self, and are worthy of the best house- 
holds he caters to. But, more than thai. 
he must thing in advance for his cus- 
tomers and secure the goods they will 
appreciate before they have themselves 
thought of the need. He must be a 
prophet of the tastes of the com- 
munity, and it ts in his success in this 
line that his success in business large- 
ly depends. The rethailer who merely 
keeps on his shelves the staple lines 
that his trade is going to demand ever 
so often will only turn his stock over 
once for every three times that his

PUBLICITY POINTERS. 


The advantagee of advertising are 
not always measured in direct returns. 
Many times an advertising campaign 
which brings on no direct results that 
can be seen and attributed directly to 
the ads; yet pays for itself many times 
over in the general publicitv which is 
given to the goods and the trade mark 
or firm name. 

There is to the writer's knowl- 
edge—a case in point. A concern which 
handles a line of goods that they sell 
under their own trade mark are reg- 
ular advertisers and strong believers 
in printers’ ink. Yet that concern 
controls’ the entire output of the prod- 
uct they handle, and are never able to 
fill all the orders they get for it. Every 
year, while the season for thelr goods 
is in, they fill their orders by the law 
of “first come, first served,” and then 
bave to refuse ali others. 

The manager of this concern says 
that he believes in the value of adver- 
tising to his concern from the view- 
poist of the more and more soiid 
foundation that is secured and the rep- 
utation for the goods under their trade 
mark, which growg bigger every time 
their ads ‘are seen. Some day, he 
says, the crop of their pruduct may 
increase, or some other concern may, 
by some fortuitous circumstances, se- 
cure part of the crop. Then the adver- 
tising that they have done will save 
them from worry in th: fact that the 
name wil] be so well Known that they 
will practically eefy competition, and 
also wil be able to place ali the goods 
they can secure with ease. 

Advertising Is a matter that pays in 
mere ways than one, and the man Wu0 
says he can see no results from his 
advertisements is generally receiving 
much benefit which he cannot name 
in dollars and cents, but which, never- 
theless isof the utmost importance to 
his trade. 


THE CREDIT MAN. 


The man wha would successfully fill 
the position of credit man in a concer 
has to have many qualities that are 
not often thought of in the ordinary 
routine of business. 

Suppose you were asked to describe 
the appearance of the last man who 
was in your office. Would your pow- 
ers of observation be sufficient to fre- 
member the color of his eyes and the 
cut of his coat? But, still more, could 
you remember any characteristics that 
were such as to give you a line on th® 
reliability of the man from & business 
standpoint, and the truth of any state- 
ments he might give to you? The 
writer was recently in an office where 
one man has to pass on the credit pos- 
sibilities of many applicants for credit 
every day. While there, three men 
came in and asked for credit and two 
out of the three were politely refused, 
after a semblance of investigation, and 
the third was immediately O. K.’d fur 
all the credit he desired in reason 
Asked afterwards on the thing which 
had chiefiy influenced him in making 
his decisions, the credit man replied. 
“lhe general appearance of the men 
and particularly their voices.” 

The credit man of a large concern 
has to learn to observe the character- 


‘istics of his customers as well as thore 


sold or: 


of the house’s own salesmen. He musi 
know whether when Salesman A rec- 
ommends that a man be extended so 
much credit it is as reliable informa- 
tion as that supplied by Salesman B, 
and whether C wouldn't be inclined tu 
ask for credit for a customer with 
more reason than either of the others, 
owing to the fact that he himself is 
a better judge of character than they 
are. 

There are statistics and figures 
which will kelp the eredit man to de- 
cide his problems, but after all is sai¢ 
and done the thing on which he has 
to rely more than any other is his own 
ablity to judge character and his own 
powers of observation as applied to 
the characteristics of other men.
